We’re 
honored and excited about the numismatic treasures we’ve assembled for 2018, totaling nearly 6200 lots, our largest 
offering in several years. In addition to the great number of fabulous collector coins available in our Signature session, 
we're also offering some hitherto unseen rarities in our Platinum Night® session. Here’s a brief preview... 


Our Ancients offering, packed with historic rarities, starts at the very dawn of coinage, with stellar examples of the 
earliest coins ever struck. These include a remarkable electrum stater of Miletus, circa 625-600 BC, bearing the 
mysterious inscription “I am the Badge of Phanes,’ one of five known examples. A few decades later comes the first 
pure gold coinage, struck by the Lydian king Croesus (561-546 BC), represented by a stunning gold stater graded MS*® 
by NGC. The epochal reign of Alexander III the Great brings us a rarely seen silver decadrachm and gold distater, 
while a superb gold stater of his latter-day imitator, the Greco-Bactrian king Eucratides I the Great, concludes the 
Greek section. In the Judaean realm, we feature a legendary Jewish War shekel of Year 5 (AD 70), struck under Roman 
siege. The fall of the Roman Republic offers two key coins, a gold aureus depicting Julius Caesar, and a silver denarius 
of the rebel Imperator Quintus Labienus. The Imperial Roman selection truly dazzles, with stunning gold aurei of 
Nerva, Hadrian, Faustina Senior, Commodus, Septimius Severus, Julia Domna, and Diocletian, phenomenal bronzes of 
Nero, Vespasian, Titus and Plotina, an astounding 8-aureus gold medallion of Claudius II Gothicus, and an impressive 
huge silver medallion of Constans. 


Our offering of British coinage is usually strong, but this year’s assortment is truly astonishing. Leading the way is 
England’s first gold coin! Struck during the reign of Henry HI (1216-1272), this gold penny of 20 pence was struck in 
response to the first Florentine florins. Ultimately, this experiment failed, and most copies were melted, with a scant 
seven specimens surviving to the present day, only three outside museums. Another great rarity is the largest hammered 
gold coin of England, the Triple Unite. Preserved in outstanding Mint State, our 1643-dated example is crisply struck 
on a broad flan and fully brilliant; at MS61, it is the finest graded of the variety in the NGC census. Finally, three 
masterpieces from the master engraver William Wyon highlight the milled British section. From the reign of George 
III, the “Incorrupta’” and “Three Graces” pattern crowns, rarely seen on the market, illustrate impressive differences in 
artistic style. From Victoria’s time as Queen, the 1846 pattern for Wyon’s famous “Gothic” crown, dated a year before 
the standard issue, will certainly captivate the numismatic historian. 


From Latin America, we’re excited to offer a most desirable Brazilian gold ingot from Joao VI’s period as Prince 
Regent (1799-1816). Minted in Vila Rica, this 1814-stamped bar weighs an impressive 217.90 grams, surpassing all 
others from the foundry by over 80 grams. Once part of the famed Huntington Collection, the 115-year-old provenance 
surely makes this bar a museum-worthy showpiece. 


European highlights include an incredibly rare French 10 Louis d’or of Louis XIII, a pair of 1895-dated Russia 
presentation 4% and | Imperial pieces from the outset of Nicholas II’s reign, and a massive Scottish 1575 20 pounds of 
James VI (I of England), the heaviest hammered gold issue ever struck in the British Isles. 


We thank all our consignors for making this such an outstanding sale. While preparing the catalog has been a massive 
undertaking, we truly marvel at the finished product.

This rare and unusual silver piece bears in Latin letters the word 
SOLIDV on the obverse, probably a contraction of “solidus,” 
a term that would be applied, centuries later, to the standard 
Roman gold coin. It is uncertain whether the term applies to the 
coin itself (anticipating its use in Roman coinage), a place name 
(perhaps Solidunon, “fort of the sun”), or an abstract expression 
of firmness or solidity, or possibly as the name of an individual, 
perhaps a king or military commander. The presence on the 
reverse of a male figure resembling the image of Neptune on 
Roman coins of Agrippa has led some to speculate Solidus may 
be a naval commander, a notion supported by another coin type 
naming Solidus, which bears a dolphin on the obverse.

The Bellovaci were one of the larger and more powerful Belgic 
tribes in northern Gaul. Their territory extended from modern 
Beauvais along the northern coastline to the Oise River. Julius 
Caesar’s conquering army encountered them in 52-53 BC. The 
Bellovaci were led by their king Correus, a canny tactician and 
a fierce opponent of Roman suzerainty in the Gauls. Correus 
led an army of 6,000 picked warriors and 1,000 cavalry who, by 
Caesar’s own account, played havoc with the Roman supply lines 
and foraging parties. Caesar learned in advance of one such 
ambush and deliberately sent a force into the woodlands to draw 
out the Bellovaci; once they were fully engaged, he led another 
party of reinforcements into the battle and counter-enveloped the 
enemy. Correus refused to surrender and “fell pierced with many 
wounds.” Once defeated, the surviving Bellovaci made formal 
submission to Caesar and remained loyal Roman allies thereafter.

The Vindelici occupied a broad region encompassing modern 
northeastern Switzerland, southeastern Baden, and southern 
Bavaria. They were subjugated by Tiberius circa 15 BC and 
remained within the Roman Empire, incorporated into the prov- 
ince of Raetia, even after the Germanic revolt of AD 9. They are 
regarded as a Celtic tribe, although other groups to the north and 
south are considered Germanic.

From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the hand- 
some and charismatic Pyrrhus dreamed of emulating his cousin 
Alexander the Great's career of conquest. An opportunity came 
in 280 BC, when the city of Tarentum in southern Italy sought 
his assistance in resisting Rome. Landing in Italy with his army 
and several war elephants, he marched against the Roman consul 
Publius Valerius Laevinus and defeated him in a bloody encoun- 
ter near Heraclea. Pyrrhus won a second, even more costly 
victory at Ausculum in 279 BC, after which he is said to have 
remarked, “another such ‘victory’ and I am finished!” Thus 
was born the phrase “Pyrrhic victory,” a battle won at such 
cost that it might as well be a defeat. The presence of Pyrrhus in 
southern Italy and Sicily soon became an occupation, with the 
hosting cities forced to strike coins to pay the army. This attrac- 
tive gold piece of Metapontum is one such issue, displaying an 
appropriately militant helmeted male head (Leucippus, founder 
of Metapontum) of exceptional style.

Messana, located on the northwest corner of Sicily and the third 
most populous city on the island, chose as its civic badges a 
chariot pulled by a pair of mules (biga) and a leaping hare. On 
this pleasing tetradrachm, the mule biga is driven by a woman, 
most likely the nymph Messana, while the hare springs over a 
similarly leaping dolphin. In 484 or 480 BC, a mule team from 
Messana won the Olympic Games in the event known as the anape 
(mule biga race); naturally, civic pride prompted the Messenians 
to advertise the victory on their coinage. The hare is an animal 
sacred to the god Pan, who had a temple in Messana and was 
widely worshipped there.

Located on the southwestern coast of Sicily, Selinus was one of 
the earliest Sicilian cities to embrace the invention of coinage. Its 
first coins, struck on the Corinthian standard circa 540 BC, bore 
a selinon (celery) leaf as a canting pun on the city name. By the 
mid fifth century BC, Selinus had switched to the Attic standard 
and was producing coins of great artistry. The obverse of this 
rare didrachm depicts Heracles subduing the Cretan bull, an 
image of athletic vigor and dynamism. The reverse portrays the 
river god Hypsas, not as the usual man-faced bull, but as an ide- 
alized youth sacrificing over a shrine.

After Alexander the Great’s siege and destruction of Tyre in 332 
BC, most other Phoenician cities of the Levant quickly submitted. 
Sidon went so far as to depose its king, Straton IT, for his support 
of Darius. The people of Sidon asked Alexander to choose a 
new king; he delegated the choice to Hephaestion, who settled 
on a member of the royal house named Abdolonymus, who had 
fallen on such hard times he was feeding himself by the cultiva- 
tion of a kitchen garden. He was weeding in his garden when 
Hephaeston approached him with the royal crown and robes. 
Brought before Alexander, Abdolonymus was asked how he was 
able to endure his poverty; he replied “would be to heaven, I 
may as well bear my prosperity!” Alexander was so delighted 
he installed Abdolonymus in the palace of his predecessor and 
augmented his dominions from the surrounding territory. The 
coinage struck in Alexander’s name at Sidon is dated from the 
start of Abdolonymus’s reign in 332 BC.

Among his early conquests, Alexander recognized the vast 
potential of Egypt and initiated construction of a new capital, 
Alexandria, that would quickly become the greatest city of the 
Hellenistic world.

The new 
mint employed at least one die engraver of exceptional talent, 
who later moved on the new mint established at Alexandria 
shortly after the conqueror’s death. The silver tetradrachms from 
Memphis (possibly continuing after the transfer to Alexandria) 
are now recognized as some of the most beautiful coins produced 
anywhere in the vast Macedonian Empire.

Antigonus Doson (the meaning of the sobriquet is unknown) was 
not in the direct line of Macedonian succession and was asked to 
take over as regent for the five-year-old Philip V after the death 
in battle of the boy’s father, Demetrius II Aetolicus. Facing a 
chaotic situation caused by successive defeats and the misrule 
of his predecessor, Antigonus proved both a brave soldier and 
a crafty diplomat, restoring Macedonia’s military and financial 
position as the supreme power in mainland Greece. His coinage 
is supremely beautiful and bears a nautical theme, depicting the 
majestic head of Poseidon on the obverse and Apollo astride a 
ship's prow on the reverse.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of 
Macedon since Alexander III the Great. Soon after gaining the 
throne in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedon’s military 
and seeking ways to increase his dominance over Greece and the 
Balkans. Around 215 BC, he observed Hannibal's early success 
against Rome and made a treaty of alliance with Carthage, 
hoping to seize control of the Roman protectorate of Illyricum. 
The Romans viewed this as a stab in the back. In 200 BC, with 
Carthage defeated, the Romans moved decisively against Philip 
under the general T. Quinctius Flamininus. After two years of 
maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered Macedon’s phalanx 
at the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. Forced to sign a 
humiliating peace treaty, Philip became a Roman ally and 
managed to recoup some of his lost territory and prestige over 
the next decade. Relations with Rome deteriorated throughout 
the 180s BC and Philip was making plans for another war when 
he died in 179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinc- 
tion of pursuing the course set by his father and presiding over 
its disastrous consequences.

The last independent king of Macedon, Perseus inherited the 
throne from his father Philip V after the latter had his pro-Roman 
son Demetrius executed. Thus the tone was set from the outset of 
his reign for an eventual clash which proved fatal to the Antigonid 
monarchy and Macedonian independence. Perseus skilfully 
rebuilt the Macedonian army and a network of marriage allianc- 
es during the first years of his reign, which the Romans watched 
with rising alarm. The Third Macedonian War broke out in 171 
BC, and for a time Perseus employed guerrilla tactics which 
gave him the initiative and kept the Romans on their heels. Like 
his father, though, he chose to risk all in a single pitched battle 
at Pydna and lost badly to the Roman general Lucius Aemilius 
Paullus. Perseus surrendered and was allowed to live out his life 
in comfortable captivity in Rome, the Macedonian Kingdom was 
divided into four theoretically autonomous Republics which were 
soon subsumed into direct Roman rule. The coinage of Perseus is 
one of the more attractive of the Hellenistic series.

Amastris was the niece of the last Achaemenid King of Persia, 
Darius IIT, and was married off to several of Alexander’s generals 
in succession in the years after the Macedonian conquest. After 
being “set aside” by Lysimachus in about 302 BC, Amastris 
decided to found her own city on the coast of Paphlagonia, and 
gave it her name. She served as its queen for the first years of its 
existence, and the city grew steadily in prosperity and importance 
in the decades and centuries that followed, eventually becoming 
incorporated into the Roman province of Bithynia-Pontus. The 
city’s coinage is both rare and intriguing, the obverse portrait 
wearing a laureate Phrygian cap being variously described as 
the head of Queen Amastris herself, the Persian hero Mithras, or 
an Amazon warrior.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of 
Anatolia, well positioned to take advantage of trade across and 
through the Sea of Marmara. Its coinage was in more or less con- 
tinuous production from about 550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 
1,200 year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. The tunny 
(tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, 
when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions that 
circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became a cyzi- 
cenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus 
and it is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage cur- 
rency, which carried over to become a mint symbol after the 
invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

The present piece has a least three letters visible, albeit 
somewhat worn, which appear to be the Lydian D-E-S, perhaps a 
partial version of the name Ardys (Ardys II reigned ca. 678-629 
BC).

True coin portraiture depicting living persons, as opposed to 
deities, is commonly thought to have started in the Hellenistic 
era, after the taboo-shattering conquests of Alexander the Great. 
However, the Lycian dynasts of southern Asia Minor were the 
true pioneers, introducing true portraits of their ruling dynasts, 
or satraps, is early as the last quarter of the fifth century BC. The 
later Lycian dynasts in particular produced highly evolved and 
innovative portraits, including this remarkable three-quarters 
left facing head of Pericles, showing him thickly bearded with 
a mass of long, wavy hair. This depiction may have been influ- 
enced by the Syracusan master Kimon’s facing head of Arethusa, 
which had a similar treatment of hair; however, the image here 
is fiercely masculine in contrast with Kimon’s lilting femininity. 
The reverse image of a Greek hoplite is also rendered in high 
Classical style.

In the 4th century BC, Phaselis was the most important harbor 
city in eastern Lycia along the southern coast of Asia Minor. Its 
nautical roots ran deep, having been founded by colonists from 
the seafaring city of Rhodes in the 7th century BC. Originally 
independent, it was captured by the Persians in the 5th century 
BC, but their rule was only nominal and Phaselis retained its 
own currency and, apparently, fleet.

Here is a case where the practice of third-party falls a bit short 
in doing justice to a lovely ancient coin. A fair number of similar 
Side staters have appeared on the market in recent years, all 
struck from the same or similar dies. Many of these coins have 
been given an “MS” grade by NGC and similar strike and 
surface ratings to the numbers seen for this specimen; however, 
this utterly fails to reflect the fact that virtually every one of 
these other coins has been struck with seriously degraded dies, 
resulting in the obverse pomegranate being rendered as an amor- 
phous blob, and Athena’s visage marred by all manner of die rust, 
breaks and other defects. This example is struck from fresh dies, 
with the pomegranate appearing as a luscious segmented fruit, 
the guilloche border fully struck up, and Athena’s face free from 
defect and exhibiting details unseen in the other specimens. The 
attractive toning also serves the design well.

Antiochus Hierax (“the Hawk”), was the younger son of Antiochus 
II by his first wife, Laodice. On the death of Antiochus in 246 BC, 
Hierax and his mother controlled Seleucid Asia Minor, which 
was quickly invaded by Ptolemy III of Egypt. During the con- 
flict, Hierax’s elder brother Seleucus II appointed him governor 
of Asia Minor north of the Tarsus. But once Ptolemy had been 
repulsed, Hierax revolted and declared his province an inde- 
pendent kingdom. Seleucus at first gave tacit recognition to 
the regime, but in 239 BC he struck against Hierax and nearly 
crushed him. Hierax, however, counterattacked and defeated 
Seleucus at the battle of Ancyra. An uneasy peace obtained for 
a few years before Hierax made the mistake of attacking the 
kingdom of Pergamum, whose king Attalus I inflicted a string of 
defeats on him. Weakened, he attempted to flee to Thrace, only to 
be murdered by a band of marauding Galatians in 227 BC.

Antiochus IV Epiphanes has gone down in history as a tyrant 
and megalomaniac whose clumsy efforts to force Greek-style 
worship on his subjects forced the Jews into full revolt under the 
Maccabees. His assumption of the title Epiphanes (“God mani- 
fest”) in particular provoked resentment, as it seemed his was 
demanding to be worshiped as the earthly embodiment of Zeus, 
which the Jews termed an abomination (in a play on words, they 
nicknamed him Epimanes or “madman’). His pillaging of the 
great Temple in Jerusalem turned resistance into outright revolt, 
and years of bitter warfare with his erstwhile subjects followed, 
leading ultimately to the Jewish recapture of Jerusalem and the 
festival of Hanukkah.

HA. Hazard, writing in “Ptolemaic Coins” (1985), noted the 
appearance of a tiny letter A on certain finely-engraved tet- 
radrachm dies issued from the Satrapal period of Ptolemy I 
(323-305 BC) to the early reign of his son and successor, Ptolemy 
IT (281-246 BC). He believed this to be the signature of a particular 
engraver of exceptional talent, whose body of work set him apart 
from other numismatic artists of Egypt and elsewhere. According 
to Hazard, “no subsequent craftsman at the Alexandrine mint 
ever showed the same mastery of design and detail as Delta, 
and, in the opinion of this writer, he was the greatest engraver of 
the Hellenistic Age.

The coins of the Bar Kokhba Revolt were overstruck on Roman 
provincial coins of Syria, usually silver tetradrachms of Antioch 
and Tyre, Rome-mint silver denarii, and silver drachms of 
Caesarea in Cappadocia. It must have given the Jewish rebels 
great satisfaction to hammer flat the “graven images” of their 
oppressors and replace them with new designs conforming 
to thw traditional Jewish taboo on portraying the human and 
animal form. Instead, the large silver selas carry the image of the 
long-destroyed Great Temple, which the rebels hoped to rebuild. 
The obverse legend gives Bar Kochba’s first name, Shimon (or 
Simon; other coins give him the title “President of Israel”), while 
the reverse legend carries the defiant cry “for the freedom of 
Jerusalem.”

During his term as Moneyer in 54 BC, Marcus Junius Brutus 
issued two denarius types that would prove to be remarkably 
prophetic in a decade’s time.

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great 
Gallic rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, is sometimes chal- 
lenged as unprovable and unlikely. However, there is ample 
precedent for Romans placing portraits and images of defeated 
enemy rulers on their coinage (most prominently Philip V and 
Perseus of Macedon), and there is no reason to rule out such an 
attribution. The head is quite distinctive in its features, showing a 
rather haggard and emaciated warrior with his hair in wild disar- 
ray, perhaps reflecting the appearance of a man held captive by 
Caesar for four long years since the surrender of Vercingetorix at 
Alesia in 52 BC. Ultimately, it would be another two years before 
he was finally paraded through the streets of Rome in chains in 
Caesar's great triumph of 46 BC, after which the great champion 
of Gallic freedom was ritually strangled.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 
BC, many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of 
Julius Caesar, recently appointed dictator for an unprecedented 
fourth time, on circulating silver denarii. Like a profusion of 
other honors and titles, the right to place his image on coins had 
been bestowed on Caesar by the Roman Senate. Caesar’s enemies 
may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, as it 
almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar 
intended to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it 
succeeded, for within three months a conspiracy had been formed 
and Caesar was duly assassinated at a meeting of the Senate 
on March 15, 44 BC. This silver denarius carries a startlingly 
realistic, warts-and-all portrait of Caesar on the obverse and the 
image of the dictator’s patron goddess, Venus, on the reverse. The 
obverse legend acclaims Caesar as “Imperator,” or victorious 
general. Within a few years, Caesar’s successors and even his 
assassins would show no compunction about putting their por- 
traits on their coins.

Legio XIX was founded in 41 or 40 BC in Sicily by Octavian, 
likely to deal with Sextus Pompey, and settled in 30 BC near 
Pisa.

Following the murder of Julius Caesar, power fell into the hands 
of Marc Antony, Caesar’s loyal lieutenant and commander of 
cavalry. Antony’s position was soon challenged from an unexpect- 
ed direction when Caesar’s 18-year-old grand-nephew, Gaius 
Octavius, popularly known as Octavian, arrived in Rome to claim 
his legacy as Caesar’s heir. The youth proved unnaturally canny 
at securing the loyalty of Caesar’s followers and became a full 
member of the new ruling Triumvirate. This denarius, struck in 
mid-41 BC in the eastern half of the Empire ruled by Antony, puts 
the political situation in stark terms, with Antony and Octavian, 
still sporting youthful long sideburns, on opposite sides. While 
Antony occupies the dominant obverse, Octavian calls himself by 
the magical name Caesar, which would soon become a title for all 
Roman emperors.

As the first “African Emperor,” Septimius Severus gave every 
preference to his home province and likely conducted an extend- 
ed tour of Roman North Africa with his family in 202-203, during 
which he launched a military campaign to enlarge the area 
of Roman control deep into the interior of the continent. This 
coin type, showing an unnamed turreted goddess riding a lion 
over a stream gushing from rocks (or a mountain) was intro- 
duced on Roman silver silver denarii and aurei for all members 
of the Imperial family in 202 and carries an explicit legend 
INDVLGENTIA AVGG IN CARTH, celebrating the emperor’s 
munificence to the provincial capital of Carthage. The goddess is 
likely Dea Caelestis, the “Caelestial Goddess,” an amalgamation 
of the mother goddess Cybele with the Phoenician Tanit, sacred 
in Africa. The gushing stream likely refers to an aqueduct con- 
structed at state expense. While this type is relatively common 
in silver and only scarce in gold, it is practically nonexistent in 
large bronzes save for those of Julia Domna, in which case the 
image is of the goddess-on-lion only and lacks the water feature. 
This magnificent sestertius seems to be a unique survival of an 
extremely limited striking.

The youth with the formidable name Lucius Julius Aurelius 
Septimius Vabalathus Athenodorus was probably born in AD 256 
or 257 to Odenathus, king of the Arabian caravan city of Palmyra, 
a Syrian city-state allied with Rome. During the Persian wars of 
the mid-third century, Odenathus took charge of Rome’s Eastern 
defenses and inflicted several defeats on the hitherto invinci- 
ble Persian armies. The Roman Emperor Gallienus delegated 
control of Syria and Egypt to Odenathus until he was murdered 
in a family quarrel in AD 267. His formidable wife Zenobia took 
control of Palmyra as regent for her son Vabalathus. But when 
the Romans tried to reassert direct control over the East, Zenobia 
sent the Palmyran camel cavalry into Asia Minor and Egypt 
in AD 268 and 269, de facto creating a rival Palmyran Empire. 
When Aurelian became emperor in AD 270, he at first gave tacit 
recognition to the Palmyran regime, but in AD 272 he marched 
east to crush the rebels. Aurelian defeated Zenobia’s armies and 
forced her and Vabalathus to take refuge in Palmyra, which he 
besieged. The queen then attempted to seek help from the Persians, 
but Roman cavalry overtook and captured her. Zenobia and 
Vabalathus were taken to Rome to walk in chains in Aurelian’s tri- 
umphal parade. Zenobia was allowed to settle into a comfortable 
retirement in Italy, but the final fate of Vabalathus is unrecorded. 


On this rare billon antoninianus, probably struck at Antioch, 
Vabalathus claims the Roman title of Augustus, although by this 
time he and his mother were in full revolt against Rome. Even if 
they had beaten Aurelian, Zenobia and Vabalathus would have 
likely ruled their new Eastern Empire on the Roman model, using 
the well-entrenched bureaucracy already in place. The reverse 
image of Victory probably alludes to the quick conquests enjoyed 
by the Palmyran regime before Aurelian’s arrival.

Flavius Gratianus was born at Sirmium in AD 359, the son of 
Valentinian I by his first wife. In AD 367, at the age of eight, and 
was proclaimed co-Augustus by his father. In AD 375, Valentinian 
suffered an apoplectic stroke and died, leaving the western throne 
to his brother Valens, emperor of the East, and the 16-year- 
old Gratian in the West. Gratian established his court at Trier, 
Germany, and relied on a council of advisors headed by the poet 
Ausonius, who helped maintain good relations with the Senate in 
Rome. Gratian was a devout Christian and was the first emperor 
to refuse the title of Pontifex Maximus, or high priest. In AD 378, 
Gratian was on his way east with reinforcements to fight the 
Goths when his uncle Valens was killed in the catastrophic battle 
of Adrianople. After careful deliberations, Gratian chose the 
capable Theodosius I as the new Eastern Emperor. In AD 383 the 
duke of Britain, Magnus Magnus, proclaimed himself emperor 
and crossed the channel. Gratian advanced to Paris to intercept 
him, but his troops, angered at his earlier refusal to raise their 
pay, deserted to the usurper. Gratian fled toward the Alps, but 
was overtaken at Lugdunum and executed on August 25, AD 383, 
at the age of 24.

A fascinating 
and very rare example both for its intriguing design and connec- 
tion with the Islamic conquest of Spain, this example certainly 
demands a premium bid and a place of prestige in any collection.

catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The Auction is conducted under these Terms 
and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local law.

The Gallic tribe of the Parisii was centered in Lutetia, a village on an island in the Seine, and eventually gave its name to the great city that would grow 
up on the spot. While many British, Gallic and Danubian tribes produced coins of inimitable style, those of the Parisii are commonly acknowledged to be 
the most beautiful and distinctive of all Celtic coinages. Distantly based on the ubiquitous gold staters of Macedon struck by Philip IT (359-336 BC), the 
design is highly evolved and features a strikingly stylized male head with a flowing mane of leonine hair. The galloping horse on the reverse, its sinuous 
form resembling the famous “White Horse of Uffington” carved into a hilltop in Oxfordshire, England, bears a distinctive feature usually described as a 
“wing,” festooned with a dotted checkerboard pattern, which may represent the “canopy of heaven.” Twenty centuries after the heyday of Celtic culture, 
its unique artistic sensibilities would be reborn in the pioneering work of Picasso, Chagall and other “modern” artists.

Establishing whether this intriguing coin is a Celtic imitative piece, or 
an “official” issue of the Illyrian city of Damastium (or Damastion) is a 
rather vexing problem, as different scholars studying this same distinc- 
tive coin have come to different conclusions over the past century. The 
problem seems to be that even Damastiums “official” issues are often 
struck from dies of crude style, with legends frequently blundered, inverted 
or retrograde. NGC's David Vagi did exceptional pedigree research on 
this coin, showing this very piece has been cited in several publications 
in the early 20th century, including J.M.F. May in his corpus The Coin- 
age of Damastion and the Lesser Coinages of the Illyro-Paeonian Region 
(Oxford, 1939). May placed this coin in a separate category from the “of- 
ficial” coinage of Damastion because of the “barbaric” obverse style 
(with a dour-looking Apollo whose laurel wreath seems to blend into his 
wavy hair about halfway down his head), and rather topsy-turvy inscrip- 
tion. Oliver Hoover, in his recent “Handbook Of Greek Coins” vol. 3.1 
(CNG, 2017), places the same coin within the normal run of coinage from 
Damastion.

Poseidonia is one of the more mysterious Greek cities of Southern Italy, 
having apparently been founded circa 600 BC by colonists from nearby 
Sybaris. Its name and the choice of Poseidon as the main motif on its 
coinage suggests the sea god must have been widely worshipped in the 
city, likely at a central temple, although no such structure has yet been 
identified by archaeology. Its coinage was introduced about 530 BC on 
the highly unusual relief /incuse pattern employed by other contemporary 
South Italian Greek cities, notably its parent settlement of Sybaris. The 
striding Poseidon seen here can only be described as a masterpiece of 
Archaic art, closely resembling the marble and limestone kouroi figures 
adorning shrines and tombs in mainland Greece around this time. These, 
in turn, were inspired by Egyptian art, whose conventions can still be seen 
in the simultaneously frontal and sidelong pose of Poseidon.

Gela was located on the southern coast of Sicily and took its name from 
the nearby River Gelas, whose river god appears (as a rather benevolent- 
looking man-faced bull) on the city’s coinage from the early fifth century 
BC. By the mid sixth century BC, Gela had grown so populous that it sent 
out colonists to found the city of Acragas. From about 498 BC Gela was 
run by a succession of strong men or “tyrants” (the word did not have 
the same negative connotation as it has today), including Gelon I, who 
also seized control of Syracuse in 485 BC and established the Deinomenid 
Tyranny. Gela was besieged and sacked by the Carthaginians in 405 BC 
and never quite recovered its former prominence.

As time went on this coinage was 
debased with silver and reduced in weight, hence the much more nu- 
merous Carthage staters produced after circa 320 BC are now termed

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became a 
maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the Greek cit- 
ies of Sicily and Southern Italy for control of the western Mediterranean. 
By the early third century, much of Sicily had fallen under Carthaginian 
control and mints were established on the island to produce coins used to 
pay the largely mercenary army. The stage was now Set for the collision 
with Rome, newly dominant in Italy. Starting in 265 BC, Carthage and 
Rome fought three titanic wars that produced more death and destruction 
than any other conflict before the 20th century. This impressive electrum 
piece was struck during the First Punic War with Rome (264-241 BC). Ini- 
tial issues of the war were struck in relatively pure gold (see previous lot). 
As the costly war dragged on, the Carthaginians were forced to reduce the 
gold content and weight of its coinage. However, these pieces were Still 
larger and contained more gold than any contemporary Roman or Syra- 
cusan issue, and no doubt enticed mercenary soldiers from many nations 
into Carthaginian service. A powerful head of the Phoenician goddess 
Tanit adorns the obverse, while a lithe horse, symbolizing the Carthagin- 
ian cavalry arm, occupies the reverse. An unusual feature is the solar disk 
flanked by cobra heads, a motif copied from Egyptian art, which point to 
the rising popularity of the solar cult in Carthage.

As Carthage now controlled much of North Africa, 
Sicily, and southern Spain, it is not always clear where each coin type 
was struck. Since this piece conforms to the Phoenician shekel weight 
standard, as opposed to the drachm-based system of the Sicilian Greeks, it 
likely derives from the mint of Carthage itself. However the style is more 
fluid and “Greek” than usually encountered, indicating the North African 
mint may have imported engravers from the recently conquered cities of 
Sicily.

Modern scholarship, 
which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits in images of 
gods, interprets the head as that of Melqart. However, the distinct physi- 
ognomy of the nose and other facial features, as well as the sideburns, 
suggest an attempt at true portraiture.

The evocative coinage of Mende illustrates some long-forgotten myth 
regarding Dionysus, the Greek god of wine and revelry. Mende was fa- 
mous as a center of wine production, as evidenced by numerous amphorae 
bearing the city’s stamp found throughout the Hellenic world. Dionysus 
was the patron god of the city. Although Dionysus is usually depicted in 
procession riding in a chariot pulled by panthers, on coins of Mende he 
is shown with a more humble form of transportation, reclining languidly 
on the back on an ass, clutching a high-handled wine cup and appearing 
pleasantly inebriated. Some rare varieties, including this example, also 
show a bird, likely a crow, in company of the god and ass; the meaning of 
this is unclear, and it might simply reflect the keen Greek observation of 
nature. The tiny swastika on the mantle of Dionysus might be the signature 
of this particular die engraver.

If not for the incredible career of his son, Philip II of Macedon might today 
be known as “Philip the Great.” Under his rule, Macedon transformed 
from a poor backwater to the most powerful state in the Greek world, set- 
ting the stage for Alexander s conquests. His coinage also set the pattern 
followed by his more famous son: The head of the young Heracles, beard- 
less and wearing a headdress made from the skin of the Nemean lion, on 
this rare gold half-stater is the clear antecedent of the same type found on 
Alexander the Greats later silver coinage.

At the beginning of his reign in 336 BC, the Macedonian Kingdom was re- 
portedly in debt to the tune of 500 silver talents (a talent being 6,000 silver 
drachms and a “king’s ransom” in earliest Greek times). To give an idea 
of the vast loot his conquests amassed, at Susa alone Alexander seized 
50,000 talents of silver and 40,000 of gold. This huge intake of bullion 
resulted in hitherto unseen denominations such as the gold distater, tar- 
iffed at two staters and ten silver tetradrachms, about 20 day’s wages for 
a Macedonian soldier during wartime. The distater was likely employed 
to pay off many of Alexander’ veteran soldiers, who were rewarded for 
their labors with the equivalent of a silver talent. With the new denomina- 
tion, a talent could be paid out as 120 gold distaters. Despite their size 
and enormous buying power, gold distaters evidently circulated heavily, 
for most specimens found today display considerable wear and numerous 
contact marks. This beautiful example, graded AU& by NGC, is free from 
such marks and is thus in the top 5% of surviving specimens.

Alexanders conquests “liberated” tons of gold and silver that had been 
locked away for centuries in the Great King’s treasuries in Sardes, Susa, 
Persepolis and Babylon. Mint masters soon set to work turning this huge 
haul into coins, which were paid out to Alexander 8 soldiers and high offi- 
cials in staggering quantities. However, the silver decadrachm denomina- 
tion, worth 10 Attic drachms and 2.5 tetradrachms, was struck in limited 
numbers, indicating they were presentation pieces intended for only the 
top tier of Macedonian officers. Only three decadrachm reverse vari- 
eties are known. Their extreme rarity — today perhaps 25-30 examples 
are known to have survived — makes it highly likely that these pieces 
were handed out by Alexander himself at a special ceremony, perhaps the 
one recorded at Susa in 324 BC where the great conqueror assembled his 
army and distributed up to 20,000 talents to his Macedonian veterans. 
The bidder on this piece thus has an opportunity to acquire a coin that, 
with a high degree of likelihood, could have passed through the hands of 
Alexander the Great.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip II, king 
of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a poison- 
ing attempt by Philip’s jealous wife Olympias left Arrhidaeus mentally 
retarded and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander the Great died in 
Babylon in June, 323 BC, a council of generals met and determined that 
Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly with 
the infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, this being 
held by a succession of Macedonian generals. The new king proved as 
compliant and simple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, 
Arrhidaeus married a niece of Philip IT’s, Eurydice, who had more than 
enough ambition for the both of them. In 317 BC, she threw her support 
behind Cassander 8 successful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. Cas- 
sander, in turn, left her and Arrhidaeus in charge of Macedon while he 
went on campaign in Asia. Polyperchon joined forces with Alexander ’ 
mother Olympias and invaded Macedon. Eurydice and Arrhidaeus raised 
an army to oppose them, but their soldiers refused to fight. Arrhidaeus and 
Eurydice were captured; Olympias ordered Arrhidaeus to be executed and 
compelled Eurydice to commit suicide.

This rare tetradrachm type was issued following the Macedonian revolt 
against Roman rule led by Philip Andriscus in 148 BC. LEG refers not to 
Roman legions or legates (generals), but to the term Legatio, or embassy: 
After Roman legions crushed the army of Andriscus, a Senatorial embassy 
(signified by the hand holding the olive branch) attempted to establish 
equitable peace terms with the Macedonians. The combination of Greek 
and Latin lettering and terminology points to the dual nature of this lim- 
ited coinage.

The city of Abdera, located on the Thracian coastline across from the is- 
land of Thasos, took as its civic badge a griffin, a legendary creature with 
the body, tail, and back legs of a lion, the head and wings of an eagle, and 
an eagle 5 talons as its front feet. The imagery of the griffin is particularly 
associated with northern Greece and Thrace; some have theorized that 
gold miners in the region encountered fossilized skeletons of the Protoc- 
eratops and thus developed their image of a ferocious creature that guards 
stores of gold.

Alexander the Great’ meteoric 13-year career of conquest left the clas- 
sical world profoundly transformed by the time of his premature death in 
323 BC. In the immediate aftermath, Alexander's generals carved up his 
immense new empire into spheres of influence, although maintaining the 
fiction of a unified leadership. Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, 
with the rival warlords contending for supreme power. Chief among these 
was Lysimachus, who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon and 
much of Asia Minor. For the obverse of his silver his coinage, Lysimachus 
claimed the mantle of Alexander by choosing the image of the conqueror 
himself, now shown as a god wearing the rams horn of the Greco-Egyp- 
tian deity Ammon. The image is one of the earliest true portraits to appear 
on a coin, and one of the finest. The reverse, depicting Athena enthroned, 
likewise proved extremely influential throughout history, forming the ar- 
chetype for the figure of Britannia on modern English coins.

The earliest “owl” coinage of Athens coincides with the momentous 
expulsion of the last tyrants and the city’s adoption of the world’ first 
democracy. The quality of this coinage veers sharply between dies of re- 
markable crudity, comprising most of the coins struck, and a limited num- 
ber of issues displaying great refinement. The great disparity in artistic 
quality led Seltman to propose an “imperial” mint in the Attic or Thracian 
hinterlands, staffed by artists of little or no talent, and a “civic” mint 
whose engravers displayed the full virtues and vigor of archaic art. In 
the latter category falls this lovely tetradrachm struck in the last decade 
of the sixth century BC. The head of Athena exhibits a pleasant profile 
and her lips are drawn into a tight “archaic smile”; also notable are the 
arrangement of hair along the brow line, so reminiscent of the marble 
koroi and reliefs that exemplify the era. The helmet is undecorated and 
the broad crest is defined just enough to suggest horsehair. The reverse 
owl is likewise a well-proportioned creature, somewhat slimmer than later 
incarnations and standing proudly erect.

Located on the northwest corner of the Peloponnesos, the sacred shrine 
of Olympia became established as the site of the most important Greek 
festival of athletics in the eighth century BC. The first Olympic Games 
were held in 776 BC, consisting solely of a foot race, or stadion, won in 
that year by Koroibus of Elis. As time went on, more events were added, 
including wrestling, boxing, long jump, javelin, discus, and chariot races. 
The contests became so important that Greek cities at war would declare 
a truce for the duration. Soon a permanent complex was built to house the 
games, and a magnificent temple of Zeus containing a statue ranked as 
one of the Seven Wonders of the World was completed in 463 BC. The first 
coins of Olympia date to the games of 468 BC, and new types were issued 
at four year intervals (to coincide with the games) thereafter. Three basic 
types were struck, depicting a head of Zeus, Hera, or an eagle at rest or in 
flight, attacking a hare, as seen on this specimen. The finest die engravers 
were employed in their production and coins of Olympia rank as some of 
the greatest masterpieces of Greek coinage.

The city of Aegina located on the Saronic Gulf island of the same name 
appears to have been the first European city to mint coins of any type, 
starting circa 550 BC. From earliest times the maritime city placed a sea 
turtle on the obverse of its coins, with a simple abstract incuse punch 
on the reverse. These “turtles” soon circulated widely and impressed 
neighboring Athens enough that it began striking its own silver coins a 
few decades later. The sea turtle on Aeginetan coins underwent a slow 
evolution as the decades past, with a brief divergence in the mid-sixth 
century of depicting a land tortoise with a segmented shell. This specimen 
represents the final form of the sea turtle circa 480-457 BC, after the Aegi- 
netan navy distinguished itself at the Battle of Salamis: A robust creature 
with a nicely defined collar and a row of dots running down the otherwise 
smooth shell. After about 450 BC the obverse type switched permanently 
to a land tortoise, perhaps reflecting the eclipse of Aegina’s naval power 
by nearby Athens.

The remote Greco-Scythian trading post city of Olbia on the Black Sea boasts the rare feat of having successfully resisted conquest by a general of Alex- 
ander the Great. In the period of 331-328 BC, while Alexander was busy conquering Persia and Bactria, a Macedonian army under the command of the 
general Zopyrion marched north and placed Olbia under siege, looking to force its submission to Macedonian rule. The Olbians successfully resisted until 
a winter storm wrecked the Macedonian supply fleet and forced Zopyrion and his army to withdraw. On the march back, Zopyrion and thousands more 
Macedonians were picked off by Scythian raiders. Olbia’s independence survived and it went on to great prosperity in the Hellenistic era.

The son of the Pontic king Mithradates VI the Great, longtime archenemy 
of Rome, Pharnaces II forced his father to commit suicide in 64 BC to pla- 
cate the Roman general Pompey. In return, Pompey granted Pharnaces 
the title King of the Bosporus and left him alone while Rome annexed 
most of the middle east and Asia Minor. For a decade, Pharnaces kept his 
considerable ambitions in check, but upon the death of the Armenian king 
Tigranes IT the Great in 55/4 BC, he assumed Tigranes’ title Great King of 
Kings, claiming leadership of all Eastern monarchs. He struck a limited 
number gold staters bearing the title, of which this example is one of per- 
haps 25-30 surviving specimens. These gold staters, engraved in high late 
Hellenistic style, are all dated to the foundation of the Pontic Kingdom in 
298 BC. This beautiful piece is one of only two known specimens dated to 
the first year of issue, 55/4 BC (Pontic year 243). 


When civil war broke out between Caesar and Pompey in 49 BC, Phar- 
naces sensed an opportunity to recoup the vast empire lost by his father 
and marched against the Roman provinces and client kingdoms of Asia 
Minor. He defeated a provincial Roman army led by Julius Caesar 8 leg- 
ate, Gn. Domitius Calvinus, in 48 BC. But the Roman civil war ended 
abruptly the same year, and after dallying with Cleopatra in Egypt for 
several months, Caesar marched north into Asia Minor to restore the situ- 
ation and avenge Calvinus. The climactic battle took place at Zela in mid 
47 BC. While Pharnaces’ army fought bravely, it was no match for Cae- 
sar s hardened legions. Describing the quick, sharp battle, Caesar sent a 
famous three-word dispatch to the Roman Senate: “Veni, vidi, vici” (“T 
came, I saw, I conquered.”). Pharnaces survived the battle and fled back 
to Sinope in Pontus, where he surrendered after a short siege. Caesar 
imposed a heavy indemnity and released Pharnaces, but upon his return 
to the Bosporus he found his throne usurped by Asander, his chief minister. 
He raised an army and tried to retrieve his kingdom, but died in battle. 
The Bosporus remained a semi-independent client state of Rome for the 
next four centuries.

The winged female depicted on rare Cyzicene staters is variously de- 
scribed as a harpy, a siren, or an early representation of Persephone (the 
flower suggesting this interpretation). Harpies are described as half-bird, 
half-woman, Sirens, the mythical offspring of the river-god Alpheus and 
several of the Muses, are also described as bird-women, but with beauti- 
ful voices that drew sailors to their deaths. An early myth suggests sirens 
received their wings when Demeter sent them off to search for her daugh- 
ter Persephone; the flower held by this deity might thus suggest the siren 
interpretation 1s correct.

In the menagerie of mythical Greek beasts, Harpies are half-bird, half- 
woman, with an eagle’ talons and harsh screeches, sent by the gods to 
torment men who had displeased them. A few ancient poets, including 
Hesiod, describe them as fair of face and fleet on the wing, but to most 
writers they are hideous creatures whom no human would care to encoun- 
ter. Virgil describes them thus: “Bird-bodied, girl-faced things they are; 
abominable their droppings, their hands are talons, their faces haggard 
with hunger insatiable. ”

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of Anatolia, well 
positioned to take advantage of trade across and through the Sea of Mar- 
mara. Its coinage was in more or less continuous production from about 
550 BC to circa AD 630, a nearly 1,200 year span unmatched by any 
other ancient mint. The tunny (tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from 
mid-6th century BC, when the city began striking electrum staters and 
fractions that circulated so widely the generic term for a stater became 
a cyzicenus. The fishing trade was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and 
it is likely the tunny fish became a form of pre-coinage currency, which 
carried over to become a mint symbol after the invention of coinage in 
nearby Lydia.

Silenus, in Greek mythology, was the main follower and drinking compan- 
ion of the wine god Dionysus. Silenus is usually portrayed as a bearded 
older man with the ears and tail of a horse. He is usually shown in an 
inebriated state, often supported by another satyr or a donkey. However, 
he is also reputed to have had special prophetic powers when drunk. This 
rare and marvelous stater of Cyzicus depicts Silenus in his usual smil- 
ing, happily drunken state; the unusual frontal depiction is framed by two 
tunny fish, the symbol of Cyzicus.

A gor- 
geous example of this rarity, fully lustrous, deeply struck from dies of 
exquisite style, and much better centered than most known examples. 


This remarkable gold stater type, lacking any inscription but struck from 
dies of highly refined style, has been attributed to the city of Pergamum 
based on symbols and imagery common to silver coins struck with the 
city’s ethnic. The date of its issue is far less evident and has been the 
subject of much conjecture. The obverse closely resembles lifetime silver 
coins of Alexander III the Great from Asia Minor, and the weight stan- 
dard conforms to the gold staters issued by the Macedonian state. But 
this raises chronological problems because the city of Pergamum did not 
rise to prominence until long after Alexander 8s death, in fact it was little 
more than a strategic mountain fortress until Lysimachus of Thrace made 
it his treasury in 301 BC. The type being quite rare, hoard finds have been 
few but helpful; two examples found in the Saida hoard point to a date 
before 323 BC. The most recent analysis of known specimens by Francoise 
de Callatay, published in 2012, identified five obverse and seven reverse 
dies, perhaps produced by two different engravers, all struck in a tight, 
die-linked series over a short period of time. He suggests the coins were 
personally commissioned by Alexander shortly after his initial invasion of 
Asia Minor and seizure of Pergamum in 334 BC, utilizing dies produced 
by engravers accompanying his army. The lack of an identifying ethnic 
and the different imagery than that employed on Alexander s usual gold 
staters could be explained by the desire to maintain “deniability” should 
the fortunes of war shift and the Persians regain the city. These staters, 
then, are the first coins produced at what would go on to become one of 
antiquity s greatest cities and the capital of its own empire in the Hel- 
lenistic era.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is still im- 
perfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to clarify the picture. 
It is now evident that the first ‘coins’ were pre-weighed electrum globules 
of no particular design, but conforming to the weight standard prevalent 
in Ionia and Lydia, a ‘stater’ of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next 
came pieces bearing simple punch patterns on the ‘reverse,’ but with a 
blank ‘obverse,’ as seen here. These were followed very quickly by pieces 
being a series of parallel striations, the first example of something that 
could be termed an obverse ‘type.’ Thus our “typeless trite” is among the 
very first coins struck by any culture.

In “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” (2011), author Joe Linzalone 
presents a convincing case that the ‘striated’ Ionian issues of circa 670- 
660 BC should be considered the first true coin types ever struck. Pre- 
weighed lumps of electrum, some marked with a rough punch, had been 
employed as a medium of exchange for some years before this issue, but 
they lacked anything that could be called an obverse “type” or design. 
The field of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, could evoke the 
ripples of water in the stream beds where natural electrum was found in 
Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; alternatively it could simply 
be an abstract design engraved into the anvil striking surface intended to 
hold the blank in position.

One of the earliest recorded coins to bear both a type and inscription, the 
famous electrum stater bearing a stag and the retrograde legend “I am the 
badge of Phanes” stands apart for both historical importance and vigor- 
ous archaic artistry. The Phanes coinage falls into seven denominations, 
from the (extremely rare) full stater down to a 1/96 stater, all featuring 
the stag in various poses; only the full stater and third-stater or trite are 
inscribed. The early date of the issue is confirmed both by the archaic 
artwork and legend (some of the Greek letters are of early form, and the 
die engravers had not yet learned to reverse their inscriptions in the die 
so as to read correctly on the struck coin), and the discovery of a fraction 
from the same series in a votive deposit in the foundations for the Temple 
of Artemis at Ephesus, which commenced construction prior to 550 BC. 
If indeed a person, the “Phanes” named on this piece is likely unknown 
to history: He might have been a Carian or Ephesian treasury minister of 
the later 7th century BC, or a private individual wealthy enough to strike 
his own coinage. Wolfgang Kastner, in SNR 65 (1986), points out that, 
grammatically, “Phanos” (as on the staters and halves) or “Phaneos”’ 
(as rendered on electrum trites) cannot be the genitive of the male name 
Phanes. He theorizes that the legend refers to a goddess called “Phano”’ 
or a place name. An alternative reading of the legend as “I am the tomb 
of light” has also been proposed, supporting the possibility that the name 
and types refer to a divinity, perhaps Apollo-Phaneos (light-bringer) or 
Artemis (due to the stag). 


A 2014 count of all known full staters of the Phanes type turned up four 
specimens; this example appears to bring the total to five. The first to 
reach the auction block was offered by A. Tkalec A.G. on 29 February 
2000 (lot 114), bringing the equivalent of $287,600 hammer. A second 
example was sold by Gorny & Mosch on & March 2010 (lot 185) for the 
equivalent of $409,500 hammer, and a third was sold by Numismatik Lanz 
on 5 June 2014, achieving the equivalent of $381,200 hammer.

Miletus was one of the greatest Greek cities of Asia Minor. Located on the 
west coast of Anatolia at the mouth of the Meander River, it was founded 
as early as the 15th century BC period by Minoan settlers from Crete, and 
had already acquired its name by the 13th century BC (Hittite clay tablets 
of that era refer to the city as Millawanda or Millawata). Destroyed dur- 
ing the Sea People upheavals of the later 12th century BC, it was resettled 
by Ionian Greeks circa 1000 BC. By circa 600 BC it was regarded as the 
wealthiest and most populous of all Greek cities, home to the Milesian 
School of Philosophers, with its own small “empire” of maritime colo- 
nies. It was certainly among the first Greek cities to strike coins, if not the 
first, and this pleasing electrum stater is one of the first full-weight pieces 
struck. The typology adopted before 600 BC featured a lion looking back 
and roaring, a theme that remained consistent for the next four centuries 
(see the Signature Session lots 29183-29186 for more Archaic, Classical 
and Hellenistic coins of Miletus).

The city of Rhodes on its eponymous island was a relatively late founda- 
tion, formed in 408 BC by the union of Ialussus, Camirus and Lindus. Its 
strategic position on an island between Europe and Asia Minor assured its 
prosperity and growing importance as a naval power. The citizens chose 
as their patron deity Helios, god of the sun, whose rays shone down with 
such alluring brilliance year-round on the island. This superb coin ac- 
tually predates the construction of the citys most famous landmark, the 
Colossus of Rhodes, a towering stature of Helios that stood alongside the 
harbor.

Lydia was the first kingdom of the ancient world to make widespread use 
of the newly invented medium of coinage.

Alyattes, 
who founded the Lydian Kingdom circa 619 BC, standardized the striking 
of coins on a wide scale and used as an obverse design an image of the 
sun (shown as a “radiate globule”) rising over a lion’s head, the symbol 
of his family, the Mermnadae.

Here we have an outstanding example of what can justifiably be termed 
the “worlds first gold coinage.” While the Lydian kingdom and several 
Greek city states of Asia Minor had previously struck coins in electrum, 
a natural alloy of gold and silver, the accession of Croesus to the Lydian 
throne circa 561 BC ushered in a revolution in the world economy. The 
most important reform attributed to Croesus was the introduction of a 
bimetallic coinage in gold and silver, first augmenting and then replacing 
the previous electrum issues. The design chosen by Croesus, confronting 
foreparts of a lion and bull, are thought by Harlan J. Berk to be symbolic 
of “strength and power” (lion) and “fertility” (bull). The lion had previ- 
ously been used by Alyattes (see lots 2033-2034), and so an alternative 
theory might be that this is a dynastic type, with the lion representing 
Alyattes and the bull representing his son and successor. The creation of 
separate gold and silver denominations ranging from a full stater down 
to 1/96th of a stater was a visionary move that had a major impact on 
the ancient economy. Gold staters were initially issued by Croesus on a 
“heavy” standard of about 10.7 grams, the same weight as the new silver 
stater denomination (although, since silver is a lighter metal, the gold is- 
sues were smaller in size and much more valuable). Since they were only 
struck during the reign of Croesus, “heavy” standard issues are about 3-4 
times rarer than the later lightweight issues, and are much more difficult 
to find in high grade. This example, graded full Mint State with the elusive 
“star” designation denoting exceptional eye appeal, is one surely among 
the finest specimens extant.

Perhaps because of his association with gold and silver, Croesus became 
legendary for his wealth, and there are several almost mythical accounts 
of his interactions with another quasi-legendary Greek, the sage Solon, in 
which they discuss whether wealth and possessions can truly buy happi- 
ness. The most famous ancient account of Croesus occurred at the end of 
his reign, when he questioned the Delphic Oracle as to whether he should 
make war on the rising Persian kingdom; the oracle answered, with typi- 
cal ambiguity, that if he attacked the Persians he would destroy a great 
empire. In the event he did move to confront the Persian King Cyrus, and, 
after an inconclusive battle, was besieged and captured at his capital city 
of Sardes in 546 BC, thus destroying his own “great empire.” His eventual 
fate is uncertain; some accounts suggest he continued as an advisor to 
Cyrus after the Persians absorbed Lydia, but more likely he was executed.

The switch to a lighter standard of about 8.6 grams for gold seems to have 
occurred shortly before the Persians defeated Croesus and absorbed the 
Lydian Kingdom circa 546 BC. The Persians retained the Lydian coinage 
with only minor changes for some time before introducing their own coin 
designs, the daric and siglos, on a similar weight standard and exchange 
ratio.

Until recently only a single gold daric type, Carridice I, struck circa 505- 
485 BC, was known to depict the Persian Great King in the actual act of 
“shooting” an arrow. In 2017 two examples of an entirely new variety 
of Carridice III A/B, struck circa 485-420 BC, came to light, both struck 
from the same obverse and reverse dies. These coins show the Great King 
in his usual kneeling-running position to right, but in addition the trans- 
verse spear he holds in his right hand, he also holds the end of a horizon- 
tal arrow which is clearly engraved as being fitted into the bow he holds 
in his left hand. A close examination shows this linear feature has a leaf- 
shaped point and is indeed intended as an arrow, not a die break. An ar- 
ticle published on the Numismatic Guaranty Corporation Website (#5728, 
dated 1/10/2017), describes the new type in some detail and concludes “‘it 
probably does not represent a substantive new type, but a variant created 
by a bored or confused [or, one might add, a whimsical] die engraver.” 
This is the first of the two examples cited and illustrated in the article; the 
other known specimen was sold by Heritage at the ANA Platinum Night 
auction 3054, where it realized $15,275.

The reign of Seleucus II was chaotic from its inception. The son of Antio- 
chus II by his first wife, Laodice, Seleucus was proclaimed king upon his 
father’s unexpected death (probably by poisoning) in 246 BC by parti- 
sans of his mother at Ephesus, while his infant half-brother Antiochus was 
proclaimed by Berenice, his father’s second wife and sister of Ptolemy 
III, who supported her claim. When Laodice murdered Berenice and her 
son, Ptolemy launched a full-scale invasion of the Seleucid Kingdom (the 
Third Syrian War) that forced Seleucus into a five-year rear-guard action 
and led to the capture and sack of Antioch by Ptolemaic forces. Even after 
Ptolemy withdrew in 241 BC, Seleucus had to contend with a rebellion 
by his younger brother, Antiochus Hierax, that left large portions of the 
kingdom under Hierax’ control for another 14 years. Seleucus dealt with 
these wars as best as he could given the circumstances forced upon him by 
his murderous mother and contentious sibling, but his qualities as a ruler 
and tactician are difficult to assess due to the paucity of sources for the 
reign. A riding accident cut his rule short in 225 BC. 


His coinage provides few clues, offering only a few minor deviations from 
his predecessors. He replaced the standard Seleucid reverse type of a 
seated Apollo examining an arrow with a standing (or leaning) figure of 
the god, possibly to differentiate his issues from those of his rebel brother 
Hierax. This extremely rare gold stater, which lacks any identifying mint 
control symbols or letters, is possibly one of three from the 1974 so-called 
“Tarik Darreh Hoard” catalogued by Arthur Houghton in ANS Museum 
Notes 25 (the weight of 8.51 grams is identical to specimen 25, but no pho- 
to is provide to confirm this). Houghton assigned the issue to Ecbatana in 
1980, but he and Cathy Lorber reversed this attribution in Seleucid Coins 
Vol. I (2002), assigning it to an unknown Western mint. Aside from another 
example from the same hoard sold three times in 1990, 1991 and 2016, no 
further examples of this handsome issue appear to have sold at auction.

The gold trichryson, a gold piece the approximate size and weight of an 
Attic silver tetradrachm, was first introduced in Egypt by Ptolemy I shortly 
after he assumed the title of basileus (king) in 305 BC. The weight was 
equivalent to five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the reduced Phoenician 
standard adopted by Ptolemy (hence the modern term “pentadrachm” 
usually applied to this denomination), but under the Ptolemaic system the 
value would have been 12 times as great, or 60 silver drachms, a huge 
sum in the ancient world and equivalent to perhaps $2,500 in modern U.S. 
currency. It was the largest gold coin the world had yet seen, testament to 
the vast wealth of Egypt. The Alexandria mint employed the best engrav- 
ers in the production of its gold coinage and the quality of portraiture is 
typically outstanding. The production of gold trichrysons continued into 
the reign of Ptolemy IT Philadelphus, with new letters and control marks 
placed in their fields. Despite their enormous buying power, these large 
gold pieces seem to have circulated heavily, as most surviving specimens 
display considerable wear and surface marks. This splendid example, 
fully Mint State and struck from fresh dies of refined style, is surely one of 
the finest surviving specimens.

Ptolemaic Egypt was the only ancient kingdom to strike large quantities 
of enormous gold coins weighing nearly an ounce, the distant ancestor of 
todays double-eagle. This impressive denomination, today usually called 
an octodrachm, was worth 100 silver drachms, or one mina, a small for- 
tune in ancient times. The Greco-Egyptians called the 100-mina piece a 
mnaieion (min-EYE-on). Calculating its buying power in modern terms 
is difficult, but a rough equivalent might be around $4,000. Mnaieions 
were first struck under Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), who built the famous 
Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he mar- 
ried his sister, Arsinoe, in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The 
first mnaieions carried four royal portraits: Ptolemy IT and his sister-wife 
on the obverse with the epithet adelphon (“sibling lovers”), backed with 
the portraits of his parents, Ptolemy I Soter and Berenice I, now identified 
as theon (“gods’”’).

The “Theon / Adelphon” gold coinage of Ptolemy II comes in several 
denominations, including the huge mnaieion, weighing nearly an ounce 
(see previous two lots), its half, of which this and the next lots comprise 
excellent examples; and a gold quarter-mnaieion or didrachm, weighing 
about 7 grams. The half-mnaieion offered here carries additional interest 
due to the letter A above the mint symbol (Gallic shield) behind the heads 
of the royal couple on the obverse. Svoronos notes this variety as no. 614, 
with only four examples cited (versus 47 examples cited for the non-letter 
variety, 604). He refers to the letter series as a “Control letter (“Date”)” 
and suggests the letter A is for the year 271/0 BC, perhaps marking the 
death and apotheosis of Arisnoe II.

Gold mnaieions were first struck under the enlightened Ptolemy IT (282- 
246 BC), who built the famous Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos 
lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sister, the beautiful and ambitious 
Arsinoe, in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The sibling mar- 
riage scandalized Greek society, which gave Arsinoe the nickname Phila- 
delphus, or “brother-lover.”’ Arsinoe embraced the term, making it part of 
her royal title, and she poudly placed it on her coinage. Arsinoe 5 regal 
profile, veiled and crowned with a jeweled coronet, graces the obverse of 
most Ptolemaic gold octadrachms. The double-cornucopia on the reverse 
symbolized both Egypt s abundance and the joint rule of Ptolemy and Ar- 
sinoe. Gold coins bearing Arsinoe 8s portrait continued to be struck for 
centuries after her death in 271 BC.

The buying power of one gold mnaieion was enormous and unprecedent- 
ed, roughly $4,000 in today’s currency. No other kingdom or empire in 
the ancient world could produce such large gold coins, and this display 
of economic clout drew thousands of mercenary soldiers into Egypt’ 
service. This large and powerful army was put to maximum use by the 
third king of the Ptolemaic dynasty, Ptolemy IIT Euergetes (246-222 BC). 
Shortly after inheriting the throne of the Pharaohs, he launched a mas- 
sive invasion of the neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of Syria. Easily crush- 
ing all resistance, he even reached Babylon, where he proclaimed himself 
King of Kings. Ptolemy III's powerful portrait appears on gold mnaieions 
struck by his son, Ptolemy IV Philopator, who succeeded him in 221 BC.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during 
the reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a “disguised” portrait of 
Cleopatra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is 
the case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original 
issues of Ptolemy I-III, from which the later issues were copied, the K was 
one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the por- 
trait on these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoe II 
found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime.

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Silphium: Wonder Drug?

Silphium, a rather mysterious plant that grew wild in the environs of 
Cyrene, was widely used as an all-purpose seasoning and medicament 
in the classical ancient world. Important to the local economy, it was fre- 
quently shown on the coins of Cyrene, including this splendid drachm. 
It was said to be something of a wonder drug, used to treat cough, sore 
throat, fever, indigestion, and other maladies, in addition to its alleged 
use as a contraceptive (or abortifacient), or perhaps even an aphrodisiac. 
Its heart-shaped seed pod or fruit may have originated the attachment of 
that shape to love and romance. Modern herbalists suspect it was a type of 
giant fennel belonging to the gens ferula. Ancient writers were convinced 
silphium had gone extinct due to over-harvesting and over-grazing by ani- 
mals. Pliny the Elder reported that the last known stalk of silphium found 
in Cyrenaica was given to the Emperor Nero “as a curiosity.”

Ancient Bactria, a region roughly corresponding to modern Afghanistan, 
proved to be Alexander the Greats toughest conquest, requiring three 
years from 331 to 329 BC and vast expenditures in blood and treasure. 
Once relatively pacified, thousands of Macedonian veterans were settled 
in the region and encouraged to take local wives. This first attempt at 
colonization failed and most of these early colonists died in a bloody 
revolt circa 323 BC. A second mass-settlement under Seleucus I, circa 
308-305 BC, proved more enduring. Around this time appear the first 
Greco-Bactrian coins, silver tetradrachms and fractions modeled on the 
ubiquitous Athenian “owl” coinage. This first group was a more or less 
straight knock-off of the Athenian coinage, with no control marks and the 
reverse design set in an incuse square, as seen in this superlative example.

The Seleucid-era Greek settlement of Bactria may have been carried out 
under a general or satrap named Sophytes, whose and possible portrait 
name appear on a somewhat later series of coins. After the initial issue 
of Bactrian “owl” coinage (see previous lot), a later group “owl” was 
struck on a somewhat reduced standard, with monograms and various 
symbols as control marks, of which this example is one of the finest surviv- 
ing specimens. These are now provisionally ascribed to Sophytes. All of 
these early Bactrian pieces are rare, but a number have appeared on the 
market recently, reputedly from a 1960s-era find that resided for many 
years in Germany.

Alexander the Greats conquests eventually carried him all the way to the 
Indian subcontinent and established a Greek presence there that persisted 
for nearly four centuries. The region was first controlled by Alexander's 
general Seleucus and his descendants. By 240 BC, the regions encom- 
passing modern Afghanistan and northern India had broken from Seleucid 
rule and became independent under their own line of kings, which were 
showcased in a series of coin portraits of astonishing power and realism. 
Greatest of these was Eucratides, ca. 171-145 BC, whose vast realm was 
larger than any other Greek-ruled kingdom of the time. Eucratides struck 
silver coins in vast numbers and many survive today. His gold coins, 
however, are exceedingly rare, with fewer than 20 specimens known alto- 
gether. This magnificent piece depicts Eucratides as a general wearing a 
broad-brimmed helmet, greatly resembling a modern-day British explorer 
in a pith helmet. The portrait, rendered in sculptural high relief, is nearly 
photographic in its realism and exemplifies the virtuosity achieved by the 
artisans of this far-flung Greek enclave.

Ashdod was a thriving Canaanite coastal community as early as the 13th 
century BC, later occupied by the Sea Peoples, or Philistines, who gave 
their name to the region of Philistia. The city is mentioned in the Bible sev- 
eral times: In Samuel chapters 5-6, after the Philisitines captured the Ark 
of the Covenant, they took it to Ashdod and placed it in the temple of their 
god, Dagon. The next morning, the statue of Dagon was found prostrate 
before the Ark, and the denizens of Ashdod were afflicted with boils. Un- 
derstandably, they sent the Ark to other cities, which suffered similar mis- 
fortunes. Under the Persians, the city became known for production of the 
purple dye (known as Tyrian purple after Ashdod s more famous norhtern 
neighbor, Tyre).

The year 5 shekel ranks as likely the most storied coin in the Judaean 
series. Silver shekels dated to the fifth year were struck in the four months 
between the start of the Jewish New Year (April) and the fall of the city to 
the legions of Titus in July-August of the same year. Supplies of precious 
metal had already dwindled, as evidenced by the relative rarity of shekels 
and fractions struck in Year 4, so by this time the mintage of a token num- 
ber must have been more an act of defiance than aimed at sustaining a true 
circulating coinage. It is probable that large numbers of these just-struck 
coins were melted down and the bullion carried back to Rome as part of 
the booty, which would eventually finance the Colosseum as well as other 
building projects. There were several year 5 shekels among the coins ex- 
cavated at Masada, raising the possibility that the dies formally employed 
at the Great Temple may have been smuggled out of the city and that at 
least some of the coins might have been struck at that remote mountain- 
top fortress. These coins continued in use until Masada fell to the Roman 
legions in AD 73 and the last defenders committed ritual suicide, an act of 
defiance that is still celebrated in Israel today.

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Lifetime Caesar Portrait

This silver denarius carries a startlingly realistic, warts-and-all portrait 
of Caesar on the obverse and the image of the dictator's patron goddess, 
Venus, on the reverse. The obverse legend acclaims Caesar as “Impera- 
tor,”’ or victorious general, without any mention of his forthcoming title 
“Dictator For Life” (DICT: PERPETVO), voted by the Senate on 15 Feb- 
ruary 44 BC, indicating this piece was struck in January or early Febru- 
ary of that fateful year. The star behind his head is probably employed 
here as a control mark or space filler, however, its use here can be consid- 
ered eerily prescient, as the appearance of a bright comet in the heavens 
some four months after Caesar’s murder was taken by his supporters as 
marking his apotheosis, leading the Senate to vote him divine honors the 
following year.

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Caesar Portrait In Gold

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set 
of the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei. The main impediment to assem- 
bling such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, Julius 
Caesar. While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual portraits of 
Caesar in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50-60 total 
extant. The type struck closest to Caesar’ lifetime is the present example, 
issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir Octavian; the coin was 
likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul upon his assumption of 
the Consulship in July of 43 BC (since the obverse titles omit any refer- 
ence to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with Mark Antony and 
Lepidus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC as asserted in Calico). 
The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no reference to his pending 
deification, but repeats his names and titles as the stood upon his assas- 
sination on March 15, 44 BC. The portrait is highly veristic and shows the 
great dictator as a prematurely aged man of 54, with sunken jowls and a 
long turkey-like neck. All other portrait gold coins depicting Caesar, all 
excessively rare, were struck much longer after his death and sport more 
idealized portraits.

Quintus Labienus was the son of Titus Labienus, one of Julius Caesars 
best generals, who threw his support to Pompey and the Senate during the 
Civil War of 49-45 BC. Following the assassination of Caesar in 44 BC, 
Quintus fell in with the assassins Brutus and Cassius against the Caesar- 
ians led by Marc Antony, Octavian, and Lepidus. In the winter of 43-42 
BC, Cassius ordered Quintus to cross into Parthia to gain the support of 
King Orodes II. Any attempt to treat with these dangerous enemies could 
be construed as traitorous, but Quintus showed no qualms and quickly 
gained the confidence of Orodes and his son, Pacorus. While the Parthi- 
ans deliberated, Brutus and Cassius met defeat at Philipi in October 42 
BC, leaving Quintus marooned in Parthia. But when Mark Antony began 
dallying with Cleopatra, Quintus saw an opportunity for revenge. He and 
Pacorus led a force af 20,000 Parthian cavalrymen into Syria early in 40 
BC and quickly swept aside the scattered and demoralized Roman forces. 
The following year, Quintus invaded southern Asia Minor while Pacorus 
attacked coastal Phoenicia. Flush with victory, Quintus proclaimed him- 
self Imperator and dreamed of reviving the lost Republican cause. But in 
late 40 BC, Antony pulled together an expeditionary force under the com- 
mand of his loyal general P. Ventidius. In a series of brilliant campaigns, 
Ventidius defeated Quintus and pursued him into Cilicia. Quintus made 
a stand at the Cilician Gates, but Ventidius stormed his camp, took him 
prisoner and executed him. Within a few months, Pacorus had suffered a 
similar fate and Ventidius returned to Rome in triumph. 


This remarkable silver denarius was struck at the peak of Quintus Labi- 
enus’ meteoric career, shortly after his invasion of Syria in 40 BC. The 
strong portraiture and careful engraving suggest an established mint, 
perhaps that of Antioch. Intriguingly, the reverse depicts a cavalry horse 
with a bowcase and quiver affixed to the saddle. Roman mounts were not 
equipped in this fashion, a tacit admission that the invading force he led 
was composed of Parthian horse-archers.

According to Suetonius, Gaius Octavius, later known as Augustus, was 
born the morning of September 23, 63 BC, under the sign of Capricorn. 
His natal sign was later featured on many of his coins and featured as the 
blazon for Roman legions formed during his rule.

The reverse of this attractive Spanish mint aureus depicts both the Clippus 
Virtutis, or “shield of Valour,” and the Corona Civica, or “Civic Crown, ”’ 
both voted by the Senate to honor Octavian / Augustus as the savior of 
the state.

The celebratory coinage in- 
cluded vast numbers of silver denarii struck at the new Imperial mint of 
Lugdunum (Lyon) and this attractive aureus type from the same mint. The 
issue continued for some time after the death of Lucius in AD 2, but ceased 
with Gaius s demise in AD 4.

All ancient historians agree Agrippina Senior, the granddaughter of Au- 
gustus, was a model of rectitude and matronly virtue. She also went be- 
yond the traditional role of a Roman wife in accompanying her husband 
Germanicus on dangerous military campaigns and foreign postings. The 
Roman people admired her courage; however she also had an imperious 
nature that irritated her peers and relations, particularly the Emperor Ti- 
berius. The mysterious death of Germanicus in AD 19 led to further clash- 
es. Agrippina believed Tiberius and/or Livia had a hand in his demise and 
made no secret of her suspicions. In AD 29 she was charged with treason 
and banished to a remote island; repeatedly abused and starved, she died 
four years later. Upon the death of Tiberius, her son Gaius ‘Caligula’ 
became emperor and rehabilitated his mother s reputation, ostentatiously 
placing her ashes to the Mausoleum of Augustus and striking this attrac- 
tive denarius pairing her portrait with his own.

Nero Claudius Drusus was the second son of Livia by her first husband, 
and was brought up in the household of Augustus, who took note of his 
abilities. In 16 BC he was married to Antonia, daughter of Mark Antony 
and Octavia, and the happy union produced two sons, Germanicus and the 
future emperor Claudius. In 12 BC, Augustus gave him command of the 
planned conquest of Germany, which he seemed to have achieved in four 
skilfully waged campaigns over the next three years. But Drusus never re- 
turned to Rome, for a serious equestrian accident led to an infection which 
claimed his life in the summer of 9 BC. Despite his republican leanings, 
his brother Tiberius and son Claudius both became Roman emperors, the 
latter of whom struck this magnificent sestertius in AD 41-42, with a re- 
verse honoring the German conquests of his illustrious father.

The artistry of this beautiful denarius hides a subtle shift in the fortunes 
of Nero’ formidable mother, Agrippina Junior, who poisoned the emperor 
Claudius in order to gain power through her son, only to lose influence 
and, ultimately, her life. Coins of Nero’ first year (AD 54) show con- 
fronted busts of the young emperor and his mother, but Agrippina’ name 
appears on the obverse, with Nero's name and titles relegated to the re- 
verse. This denarius, from Nero’s second year, shows their busts jugate, 
with Nero in the foreground (the position of honor), eclipsing his mother, 
and names Nero on the obverse while demoting Agrippina’ name to the 
reverse. The reverse design honors Divus Claudius by associating him 
with Divus Augustus.

The soldiers depicted in this extremely rare “Adlocutio” (“addressing the 
troops’) sestertius of Nero are probably not from the Praetorian Guard, 
as is often claimed. One of the soldiers is heavily bearded and all are 
shown without armor, wearing only tunics, cloaks and swords slung at 
their hips. The standards they carry are quite different from those depicted 
on Roman coins and sculpture, which bear a multitude of discs, banners 
and other emblems; these rather spindly standards have several hemi- 
spherical and one disc-shaped adornment each. These features indicate 
the troops Nero addresses are members of the Germani Corpori Custodes, 
the elite German Bodyguard that served the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Ger- 
man bodyguards were first employed by Julius Caesar and by the end of 
Augustus s reign they numbered between 500 and 1,000 men. They were 
briefly disbanded after the battle of the Teutoburg Wild, but were reconsti- 
tuted by Tiberius and were the last force to remain loyal to Nero when his 
regime collapsed in AD 68.

This magnificent Judaea Capta sestertius is part of the propaganda cam- 
paign touting Vespasian Ss victory in the Jewish War. The figure of Judaea 
is shown in an attitude of mourning, while a captive Jewish warrior be- 
hind stands with his hands bound behind his back, destined from slav- 
ery or death in the Roman arena. Such images, while supremely brutal 
to modern eyes, were to the Romans justified and indeed glorious, the 
rebellious Jews having broken faith with their overlords and killed tens 
of thousands of Roman soldiers and civilians. The IVDAEA CAPTA pro- 
paganda helped consolidate Vespasians hold on power in the wake of the 
disastrous civil wars of AD 69.

Coinage under the Julio-Claudians and Flavians includes an enigmatic 
series of large bronzes with a distinctive broad fabric and “massive” por- 
trait style that were clearly produced at a mint other than Rome, although 
they all have normal Latin legends. Carradice and Buttrey, in the new edi- 
tion of RIC I, describes this mint as producing coins with “large portraits 
with heavy, muscular necks, large reverse figures and lettering that tends 
to be crowded and heavily seriffed.”’ Various experts have placed this 
putative mint in Gaul (Lugdunum?), Bithynia, or Thrace; David R. Sear 
argues for a short-lived officina in Rome. The present specimen falls into 
this category, and is among the finest surviving specimens of this coinage.

As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, resentful character. He served 
as Caesar during the reign of his father Vespasian, AD 69-79, but was kept in the background while Titus was essentially co-emperor. This attractive gold 
aureus, struck in AD 75, names him as “Prince Of Youth,” a largely ceremonial title borne by imperial heirs in their teens and 20s. In AD 79, Vespasian 
was succeeded by Titus, with Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two years before he fell ill and died in September of AD 
81. Domitian wasted no time in seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty.

An elderly senator from a venerable family, Marcus Cocceius Nerva was 
elected as emperor by the Senate in the aftermath of Domitian’ assas- 
sination. He had been something of a chameleon during his career, loy- 
ally serving Nero and the men who deposed and replaced him with equal 
fervor. Once raised to the purple, he pledged to end Domitian’ treason 
trials and restore constitutional government. Nerva’ss reign lasted scarcely 
16 months, but proved momentous in that it launched the age of the Adop- 
tive Emperors that followed. All of his coins are regarded as scarce, his 
gold aurei particularly so, with a few types exceptionally rare. This issue 
appears to be a unique survival struck during his fourth Consulship (COS 
IIIT), which lasted barely 27 days, from January I AD 98 to his death on 
January 27. A few denarii with the same type and legend were struck in 
this brief span (RIC 44), but this is the first published example of an au- 
reus with these types and date. Its condition is as remarkable as its rarity, 
as fully Mint State aurei of this ruler are almost never encountered. Prior 
to this specimen, Numismatic Guaranty Corporation has graded only six 
aurei of Nerva, with the highest grading only Choice XF, making this by 
several steps the finest example yet certified.

Hadrian 8s early coin portraits are much in the tradition set by his pre- 
decessor Trajan, featuring the emperor wearing a military cuirass and a 
generals cloak (paludamentum). Starting about AD 122, Hadrian’s aes- 
thetic tastes come to the fore in his coinage, with larger, more “civilian” 
portraits. The standard obverse legend, which had grown to enormous 
length and complexity during the reign of Trajan, was likewise greatly 
simplified, becoming simply HADRIANVS AVGVSTVS. This sharp change 
in numismatic portraiture and titulature was doubtless ordered by Hadri- 
an himself and came amid a major propaganda push tying him to the first 
Roman emperor, Caesar Augustus. In so doing, Hadrian was proclaiming 
a Roman Empire made anew under his enlightened rule, with all denizens 
sharing in the tranquility and prosperity of the age. Curiously, the reverse 
design of the emperor astride a rearing horse, holding a spear, is bor- 
rowed not from Augustus, but from the last and most notorious Julio-Clau- 
dian ruler, Nero, who shared a number of character traits with Hadrian, 
including a love of art, drama and all things Greek.

This magnificent and extensively pedigreed sestertius bears a lifelike por- 
trait of Lucius Aelius Caesar, Hadrian s “heir consumptive.” Aelius began 
life as Lucius Ceionius Commodus, son of a distinguished senator and 
consul. Handsome and affable, Lucius attracted the attention of the Em- 
peror Hadrian, who by the mid AD 130s was aging rapidly and searching 
for a suitable successor. In AD 136, Hadrian formally adopted Aelius as 
heir apparent. Historians have long speculated as to why Hadrian chose 
the seemingly unimpressive Aelius, however, the young man may well 
have been far more competent than chroniclers of the time allowed. In any 
case, his elevation was duly celebrated with games and coinage bearing 
the portrait and titles of Aelius. He left for Pannonia in AD 137 to gain 
administrative experience; however, the climate was hard on his already 
frail constitution, and he returned to Rome in the winter having contracted 
tuberculosis. He fell seriously ill on New Year’s Eve and died early on 
January 1, AD 138, prompting Hadrian to remark that he had “leaned 
against a tottering wall.” Aelius'’s son, Lucius Verus, eventually became 
co-emperor with Marcus Aurelius.

Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and was content to 
rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were his watchwords, and his 
policies kept the Empire on an even keel for 24 years. He put no one to 
death, friend or foe. Only minor flare-ups in northern Britain and north 
Africa disturbed the general peace. The frontiers were maintained and 
defended, with his decision to build a new wall in Britain 80 miles north 
of the Hadrian's Wall the only instance of imperial expansion. He care- 
fully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his successor, but neglected to provide 
him any military training. In fact the mild, civilian character of his reign 
may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds to gather and strengthen both 
within and beyond the frontiers. Nevertheless, later generations viewed 
Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and the tranquility of his reign took on 
the sheen of a lost golden age.

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Glorious Diva Faustina Aureus

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman senatorial 
family of Spanish descent; her maternal uncle was the Emperor Hadrian. 
In about AD 115, she married Titus Fulvius Antoninus, a respected Sena- 
tor, and through her connections he became a close advisor to Hadrian, 
leading to his selection as Hadrian Ss heir in AD 138. Antoninus succeeded 
to the throne later that year and Faustina was acclaimed as Augusta, or 
Empress. Antoninus honored her extensively on the coinage and her vi- 
vacity, fashion sense and compassion for the poor made her very popular. 
Her distinctive hairstyle, with a tight coil adopt her head, became popu- 
lar among women throughout the Empire. The couple had four children, 
two sons and two daughters; both male children died in infancy, but the 
daughters lived to adulthood and one, Faustina the Younger, married 
Marcus Aurelius and became Augusta herself. Only two years into Antoni- 
nus reign, Faustina died of an unknown illness. The grief-stricken Antoni- 
nus secured her deification and issued an immense coinage in her name, 
the largest for any Roman woman to that point. This attractive aureus falls 
into the posthumous series.

Only two years into Antoninus’ reign, his wife Faustina died of an un- 
known illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus secured her deification and is- 
sued an immense coinage in her name, the largest for any Roman woman 
to that point. While the staid Roman historians of later eras criticized her 
lack of “gravitas,” Antoninus was devoted to her and the cult he estab- 
lished in her name became exceedingly popular, particularly with women. 
Her temple was later also consecrated to Divus Antoninus upon his death 
and deification, and is one of the few Roman structures that survives more 
or less intact in the Forum today. This elegant aureus is a rare variant that 
depicts a beautifully modeled figure of Fortuna, goddess of good fortune, 
holding both a globe and tiller.

Pyrrhic Parthian Victory

The ‘Victory’ celebrated on this aureus, over the Parthians in a long and 
difficult war AD 161-163, ended up being a Pyrrhic one for the Romans, 
as the returning Legions brought with them a virulent plague which quick- 
ly spread through most of the Roman Empire and devastated its popula- 
tion. The “Antonine Plague,” also called the “Plague of Galen” after the 
famous physician who strove mightily against it, is now thought to have 
been smallpox or possibly measles. Europeans seemingly had no exposure 
to the illness before and died in enormous numbers. While not as devastat- 
ing as the later Plague of Justinian or the Black Death of the 14th century, 
it seems to have severely depopulated vast regions and helped bring about 
the economic stagnation and external invasion that eventually brought 
down the Western Roman Empire.

The sole reign of Commodus, AD 180-192, is often viewed as the tipping 
point where the Roman Empire's long decline began. Commodus has thus 
been featured in novels, plays, and feature films as a villain, most recently 
in the cinema epics “Fall of the Roman Empire” (1964) and “Gladiator” 
(2001). Son of the greatly revered “Philosopher Emperor” Marcus Aure- 
lius (AD 161-180), Commodus was the first emperor born “in the purple” 
in AD 161. Marcus made him co-Augustus in AD 177. He accompanied 
Marcus on a military campaign against the Germans in 178; worn out 
by his exertions, Marcus died on 17 March AD 180. Freed of his duti- 
ful father 5 control, Commodus immediately cut a deal with the Germans 
and abandoned all further plans of military conquest. Returning to Rome, 
he plunged into sensual pursuits and left governing to a succession of 
favorites who plundered the public purse and aggrandized themselves. 
While Commodus continued and worsened the debasement of Roman sil- 
ver coinage begun by his father, the gold coinage remained of high purity, 
weight and artistry. This beautiful aureus, struck early in his sole reign, 
depicts him as a young man very much in the image of his father. The his- 
torians Dio and Herodian both describe him as exceptionally handsome, 
a picture borne out by his coin portraits and sculpture. The reverse evokes 
the “Security of the Public” in an uncertain age.

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The Roman Hercules

Rejecting the intellectuality of his father, Commodus favored the physical- 
ity of the Arena and fancied himself as “the Roman Hercules,” a great 
athlete, hunter and gladiator. On this remarkable sestertius he depicts 
himself as Hercules on the reverse, clasping hands with the personifica- 
tion of Egypt, on which Rome’ grain supply depended. After the fall of 
his corrupt vizier Cleander in AD 190, Commodus took control of govern- 
mental affairs himself and made the Empire an expression of his megalo- 
mania, renaming Rome as “Colonia Commodiana” and revamping the 
very calendar months to match his 12 names (Lucius Aelius Aurelius Com- 
modus Augustus Herculius Romanus Exsuperatorius Amazonius Invictus 
Felix Pius). Wealthy Romans in high positions were routinely executed so 
their estates could be confiscated to finance this orgy of self-indulgence. 
His close advisors began to fear for their own lives and ultimately ar- 
ranged his death by strangulation at the hands of his wrestling instructor, 
Narcissus.

L. Septimius Severus was the first Roman emperor of African origins, and 
this superb aureus makes an oblique reference to his background. Struck 
in A.D. 194, the reverse depicts the demigods Hercules and Bacchus, both 
patron deities of the emperors hometown of Leptis Magna on the North 
African coast. Severus greatly favored his native province and his home- 
town in particular. The impact of his generosity, in the form of a massive 
building campaign, can still be seen in the citys well-preserved ruins to- 
day. Hercules and Bacchus were also known as the “Divine Heralds” (Dis 
Auspibus) who mediated between humankind and the Olympian deities, 
and are so named in the legend.

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Astounding Julia Domna Aureus

Julia Domna was of Syrian-Arab ancestry, as the daughter of the heredi- 
tary high priest of Elagabal at Emesa, a wealthy caravan city in the Syrian 
desert. Beautiful, cultured and highly educated, she was made even more 
of a “prize” by a horoscope that proclaimed she would marry a king. 
Septimius Severus probably encountered her family while serving as a 
general in Syria in the AD 180s; when he learned of the horoscope, he 
immediately wrote to her father and secured her hand in marriage. Upon 
Severus’ ascension as Roman Emperor in AD 193, Julia was named Au- 
gusta and became his closest advisor and confidant. Her love of art, learn- 
ing and philosophy manifested in a cultural Renaissance in Rome. Her 
profile graces the obverse of this superb aureus, struck during the reign 
of her son Caracalla, while the reverse image of Fecunditas celebrates 
her role as the mother of the current ruler (and Geta, murdered in her 
arms by Caracalla’s goons in December AD 211). Interestingly, this coin 
likely originated in the great Karnak Hoard of 1901, a stupendous find of 
1200 aurei from the reigns of Hadrian through Elagabalus that brought 
a number of new types and incredible rarities to market, many like the 
present coin in superb condition. While many of the coins from the hoard 
were sold to the great collectors of the day such as Evans, O’Hagan, Du 
Chastel, and Weber, others ended up in museum collections, and some 
were even kept in reserve by dealers to be slowly dispersed over the com- 
ing decades. In the early 1960s, a large group that had apparently been 
kept intact suddenly appeared on the market, principally handled by the 
partnership of the numismatic firms of Adolph Hess and Bank Leu, and 
many of those coins still circulate in commerce today.

This attractive gold aureus illustrates the monetary crisis about to engulf the Roman Empire. It's weight of 5.43 grams is only 3/4 the weight of aurei 
issued during the Severan era, and points to the shortage of precious metals caused by a worsening spiral of inflation and debasement. Silver was also 
in short supply, which caused the venerable silver denarius to be driven out of circulation by its inflationary cousin, the antoninianus. Portraiture and 
overall workmanship were still of a high standard, however, and the youth and innocence of Gordian are quite evident in his obverse image.

Born about AD 214 on the Danube frontier, Marcus Aurelius Valerius 
Claudius followed the military career adopted by so many of his country- 
men and rose to high command in the reign of Gallienus (AD 253-268). 
During the siege of Milan in mid-AD 268, Gallienus was assassinated and 
Claudius acclaimed emperor in his place by his fellow officers. The Sen- 
ate approved Claudius’ elevation, but the all-important soldiers proved 
restive, as Gallienus had treated them well. Claudius was forced to buy 
them off with a massive bribe of 10 gold aurei apiece. The highest officers 
likely received payment in the form of gigantic gold medallions of 8 aurei 
struck at the mint of Milan, like the present specimen. These were the 
largest Roman gold pieces struck to that point, and the reverse made a 
trenchant plea for “harmony in the army” (CONCORDIA EXERCITYVS). 
Once seated in power, Claudius went on to a brief but momentous reign 
that proved a turning point in history. In AD 270 he won an annihilating 
victory over the Goths at Naissus. Claudius was hailed as the savior of his 
nation and the Senate voted him the title of Gothicus, by which he is still 
known. But Claudius never lived to enjoy his triumph, for he contracted 
the plague and died in the summer of AD 270. He was immediately defied 
and greatly mourned. Despite reigning less than two years, he was so 
fondly remembered that more than 35 years later, Constantine the Great 
claimed a family connection to him and struck coins in his honor.

Although he reached the Roman throne via the path of coup and civil 
war, Diocletian turned out to be a far-sighted statesman of rare ability. 
Achieving undisputed power in AD 285, he came in with a detailed blue- 
print for Roman revival. Recognizing the task of governing the Empire 
had grown too great for one man, he divided supreme power with three 
old military colleagues and devised a formula for renewing this “Tetrar- 
chy” every 20 years. The arrangement worked surprisingly well and by 
AD 300 the ceaseless revolts and civil wars that had nearly destroyed 
the Roman Empire over the latter third century had stopped, allowing 
Roman economic life to slowly and painfully recover. This spectacular 
aureus depicts Diocletian in the robes of a Roman Consul; despite his in- 
novations, it is important to remember his reformist agenda was intended 
not to create a “new world order,”’ but to restore the old Roman institu- 
tions, including the venerable titles of the Republic, the forms of which he 
strictly observed.

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Herculean House

As part of the image associated with the Tetrarchy, Diocletian adopted Jupiter as his patron deity and thus formed the “Jovian” house of rulers, while 
Maximian adopted Hercules and thus became head of the “Herculean” house. Accordingly, Diocletian's coins prominently featured Jupiter, while those 
of his partner Maximian often depicted Hercules in diverse poses. The arrangement survived into the Second Tetrarchy, with Galerius and Constantius 
heading up the respective branches, but was soon forgotten after Constantine 8 rise to power.

The youngest son of Constantine the Great, Flavius Julius Constans was 
proclaimed Caesar in AD 333, thus making him coequal with his elder 
brothers Constantine II and Constantius II. When Constantine died in 
May of AD 337, the three brothers executed most of their male relations 
and divided the Roman Empire among themselves. Constans at first re- 
ceived only Italy and Africa as his sphere, but in a deal with Constantius 
IT, his realm was enlarged to include the Balkan territories and Thrace. 
Angered by the collusion of his brothers, Constantine II invaded Italy in 
the spring of AD 340, but fell into an ambush and perished. In the territo- 
rial redistribution, Constans ended up controlling the entire Roman West, 
including Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. At first, he ruled with energy 
and ability, dealing the Franks a series of smashing defeats in AD 341-342 
and conducting operations in Britain along Hadrian's Wall in AD 343. As 
time went on, Constans sank into indolence and depravity. He increased 
the already heavy tax burden on his subjects and sold magistracies to the 
highest bidder. Worse for his own security, he showed open contempt for 
the soldiery, on whom his power rested. In January of AD 350, a cabal of 
senior officers rebelled and hailed the half-barbarian general Magnentius 
as emperor. Constans attempted to flee toward Spain, but was overtaken 
and murdered by one of Magnentius 5 agents. 


This stunning silver medallion was struck at Thessalonica, probably as a 
special handout to military officers and important civilians. The reverse 
depicts Constans in full armor and emblazoned with the grandiose legend 
“Conqueror of the Barbarian Peoples,” likely referring to his victories of 
AD 342-343 over the Franks and Picts.

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The Mighty Maximus

A capable general of Spanish birth, Flavius Magnus Maximus was ap- 
pointed military commander of Britain in AD 380. Three years later, 
Maximus made a bid for the throne of the Western Roman Empire, then 
ruled by the ineffectual Gratian and his young brother Valentinian II. Af- 
ter disposing of Gratian, Maximus proposed a three-way division of the 
Empire, with himself ruling Britain, Gaul, Germany and Spain, Valentin- 
ian IT ruling Italy and Africa, and Theodosius I, another Spaniard, holding 
the East. This uneasy equilibrium lasted about four years, with Maximus 
seeming mightiest of the three rulers. But in AD 387 Maximus launched 
an invasion of Italy, provoking a final, fatal showdown with Theodosius. In 
a lightning campaign, Theodosius struck eastward and defeated Maximus 
before he could fully martial his forces. Both Maximus and his son Flavius 
Victor were summarily executed by Theodosius, who restored Valentin- 
ian II to the Western throne. Maximus’ grab for power proved ill-advised, 
resulting in a destructive civil war and the downfall of his own promising 
regime.

Unique Countermarked Judaea Capta Issue

- 3/5. Undertype a Rome-mint Judaea Capta sestertius of Vespasian, circa 
AD 71 (RIC 159), the obverse incised with Roman numerals LXXXIII 
(83), indicating a value of 83 nummi. Mottled orichalcum surfaces with 
yellow, red, brown and green highes, the undertype in roughly Choice VF 
condition, the incised numbers appearing fairly fresh and somewhat in- 
filled with green patina. This undertype and re-tarrifed amount unrecorded 
in standard references; for the Ostrogothic and Vandal practice of counter- 
marking early Roman coins, see MEC I pp. 28-31 and 424-9. Unique! 


The Ostrogothic Kingdom of Italy produced its own coinage on the old Ro- 
man model, with some types recalling a much earlier period. The bronze 
coinage included early Imperial sestertii, dupondii and asses crudely 
countermarked with numerals indicating their value in small copper 
nummi, the basic unit in both the Byzantine and Gothic realms. This coun- 
termarked Judaea Capta sestertius is remarkable for both the undertype 
(which must have been still in some form of circulation five centuries after 
its striking), and the high value indicated by the numerals — &3 nummi, 
more than double the nummi value of the largest purpose-struck Byzan- 
tine and Ostragothic coin of the day, the follis. This makes it likely the 
valuation was based both on weight and metal content, with the yellow 
orichalcum (brass) of the ancient sestertius being still considered about 
twice as valuable as the copper used to strike contemporary folles and 
their fractions.

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Irene Solidus Of Syracuse

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene marked the first time a woman 
ruled the Roman or Byzantine Empires in her own right. Alas, the experi- 
ment could not be called a success. The wife of the short-reigning Emperor 
Leo IV, Irene soon came to dominate domestic affairs in his government. 
When Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for her adolescent son Con- 
stantine VI. In 790 she was temporarily ousted by her son, but he showed 
no talent for ruling and Irene, in turn, had him ousted and blinded in 797, 
seizing sole power for herself. She tried to win popularity with generous 
handouts, but soon ran out of money just as the empire faced a series of 
military disasters. Furthermore, the accession of a female promoted the 
Pope in Rome to declare the imperial throne vacant, and he crowned the 
Frankish king Charlemagne “Emperor of the Romans” in 800. In 802 
Irene was ousted in a coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus. The 
novel coinage of Irene’s sole reign depicts the Empress on both sides in 
similar poses, as seen on this extremely rare issue from the provincial mint 
of Syracuse. The reverse is of particular interest, showing two horn-like 
projections from her shoulders which are probably the back of the famous 
“lion throne” of the Imperial palace in Constantinople.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the coup 
that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus was a strict con- 
servative with considerable military and administrative experience. He at 
first placed the familiar Cross Potent on the reverse of his coins, but later 
replaced this with a portrait of his young son and hoped-for successor, 
Stauracius. This extremely rare solidus from the Syracuse mint still retains 
the Cross Potent, and probably belongs to the first year of the reign, AD 
802-803. Though relatively successful in domestic and foreign affairs, the 
regime came to grief in AD S11 when the army of Nicephorus and Stau- 
racius was ambushed and destroyed by the Bulgarian Khan Krum. Nice- 
phorus perished in the disaster, and Krum who had his skull made into a 
drinking cup, which became part of the Bulgarian royal regalia.

[NON EST DEUS 
NIJSI IPSE€ SOLOL CIS €T (truncated and garbled version of Non est 
Deus nisi ipse solus cui socius non est), crowned and draped facing male 
busts (Heraclius and Heraclius Constantine), the left bearded, each crown 
topped by trefoil ornament / d’ (or pellet) €E SNCIPIAS MN ET OMNNA 
N (truncated and garbled version of Deus dominus noster sapiens magnus 
eternus omnia noscens), T (truncated cross) on three steps. Wilkes 143. 
Extremely rare! Sharply struck on a compact flan, with lustrous fields. 


The early decades after the Islamic conquest of Arabia, the Levant, and 
North Africa witnessed a transitional era wherein the burgeoning Umayy- 
ad Caliphate experimented with various forms of coinage based upon that 
of the new-conquered territories. The East Romans had long maintained a 
mint at Carthage in North Africa that produced gold solidi and fractions of 
a peculiar thick fabric. In the mid-seventh century the mint had produced 
vast numbers of solidi depicting Heraclius and his son Heraclius Con- 
stantine in a frontal pose, with the familiar Cross Potent on the reverse. 
Carthage fell to the Arabs in AD 695 and switched hands twice again over 
the next five years before the city's final destruction circa 698. Although 
half a century had passed since Heraclius ruled, his solidi remained in 
wide circulation and the new Arab masters produced their own version of 
this ubiquitous coin. Bearing a Latinized version of the Islamic statement 
of faith (the shahada) slightly different than the “canonical” form later 
adopted on the coinage of Caliph ‘Abd al-Malik (the legends translate 
to There is no god but He alone who has no associate / God, our wise Lord, 
the Great, the Eternal, the All-Knowing), it represents a fascinating period 
in early Islamic history. The use of Latin in place of Arabic at once evinces 
the Arab conquerors’ interest in preserving a familiar coinage — indeed 
Roman officials were likely retained to mint these new pieces — while at 
the same time “de-Christianizing” it through removal of blatant Christian 
symbolism (the crosses on the emperors’ helmets have been reduced trefoil 
ornaments and the cross-on-steps on the reverse is now a “T-bar on steps” 
or a “mutilated cross”). It also relates the Umayyads’ concern to distance 
their claim to caliphate from the foundational role of Muhammad, whose 
name does not appear on the coin (the Umayyad caliphs certainly recog- 
nized the role of Muhammad as the founder of their faith, but they did not 
utilize him as the chief legitimizing pillar of their rule). Surviving exam- 
ples of this type are extremely rare, numbering in the high single digits or 
low teens, presenting historically minded collectors a unique opportunity 
to acquire what is likely the best specimen extant.

Minor distrac- 
tions in the open areas all but fade into the flash upon rotation, and are 
relatively typical for the type. According to the SCWC, this denomination 
had an initial reported mintage of 25,000; however, a substantial amount 
of that original number was melted when the gold content surpassed its 
face value. A review of the NGC and PCGS census reports reveals that 
there are 60 total certified examples of this date, with only 8 pieces certi- 
fied finer.

It 1s quite likely that magnate Archer Hunting- 
ton purchased the ingot in 1903, eventually endowing it to the Hispanic Society of America in New York City. For the last several decades this specimen 
has been under commission of the American Numismatic Society (ANS) where it remained on display until 2012 when the Huntington collection of Coins 
was auctioned at Sotheby’s in New York. 


In September of 2013, Heritage presented Part II of the RLM Collection which included a 90-gram Sabara Ingot with Guia (realized $199,750). From 
that description: 


Gold Ingots as Legal Tender in Brazil 


For a period in the colonial history of Brazil, in addition to coins, gold ingots and bars circulated as legal tender. Legislation was passed to control the 
circulation of powder gold and to tax it at regional Foundries that were initially established in the 1770's. As the ingots were produced, it received marks 
that would identify the foundry, year, sequential production number, the assayer s monogram, the finess of the gold, and the weight.

Extremely rare and highly attractive, this charmingly toned specimen 
features a strong strike and good metal for the issue. Some deposits are noted, but do not detract from its elegance. The only example certified by NGC, 
the present piece is assuredly one of the finest known and will undoubtedly generate a tremendous degree of enthusiasm and spirited bidding. Compare 
to a similar specimen, which realized a hammer of $42,500 in 2008. 


Cynethryth has the distinction of being the only Anglo-Saxon queen to have her portrait grace a coinage. The wife of the Mercian king Offa, who ruled 
during the second half of the Sth century, this particular piece was struck in Canterbury circa 784-5 and clearly cites her name on the reverse along with 
her title in Latin (regin[a]). It is possible that this female issue was inspired from the contemporaneous Byzantine issues of empress Irene, though it may 
be more likely that they were designed merely as an homage to the earlier Roman Imperial coinage which honored the Augustae (wives and daughters 
elevated to royalty) of the Roman Empire. In any event, the issues of Cynethryth are extremely rare and desirable, especially in this exceptional state of 
preservation.

First described and cataloged by British numismatists of the 18th century, the gold Pennies of Henry III represent a fascinating period in Medieval numis- 
matics when gold was beginning to trickle back into European commerce after a dearth of nearly 500 years. Although Islamic and Byzantine gold coins 
were reasonably common, particularly to the landed gentry and royalty, the 12th and 13th Centuries saw a massive influx of gold into Europe following 
the Crusades and European encroachment upon the Trans-Saharan gold trade. The first successful European gold issue to trade throughout the continent 
in the High Middle Ages was the Florentine Florin, first issued in 1252 and struck essentially unchanged in weight or purity until the mid-16th Century. 
A flurry of imitations followed and, not to be outdone, King Henry III ordered the creation of a gold coin for his kingdom to be struck at twice the weight 
of a silver Penny and valued at 20 Pence. Although it was minted in at least a modest quantity as four die-pairings have been cataloged, the issue was 
ultimately unsuccessful and most of the coins were clearly melted down. Treasury records in the decade or so following the issue of these gold Pennies 
mention purchases or deposits, the last record in 1270 noting that a single piece was purchased for two Shillings denoting a rise in the value of this coin 
to 24 Pence. Sir John Evans suggested in his article “The First Gold Coins of England” (Numismatic Chronicle, 3rd ser.,, 20 [1900]: 216-51) that many 
of these pieces were offered to the church by the King and would likely have found the melting pot through that route. However, the esteem of offering the 
church gold coins minted in his name may explain why Henry's treasury was willing to pay a slight premium over their intended value. Following this 
failed issue, England would not produce another gold circulating coinage until the Florins of Edward III in 1344.

With the movement of the king’s mint from 
Shrewsbury to Oxford in early January of 1643, the initial production of these pieces were from a cruder die-style as Shrewsbury dies were used up (tra- 
ditionally all Triple Unites with banded plumes are attributed to Oxford). The minting of 1642-dated pieces at Oxford would have lasted until 25 March 
1643.

The reign of Charles I was a troubled one at best. Born in Scotland, Charles succeeded his father James I to the united thrones of England, Scotland and 
Ireland in 1625. James became the King of Scotland at an early age after his mother abdicated, and unified his crown with those of England and Ireland 
after Queen Elizabeth I died without any children. 


The issues which plagued Charles during his reign began well before he ascended. His father James had inherited a large debt due to extended wars in 
Ireland, which caused tension with Parliament over taxation policies; James also suffered because he refused to give freedom of worship to Catholics, 
which famously led to the Gunpowder Plot, an unsuccessful assassination attempt led by Guy Fawkes. 


After Charles was crowned, Parliament quickly realized that there was little hope for change from James’ unpopular policies. Charles believed that his 
monarchy gave him the absolute authority to rule as he pleased, without the need to seek guidance or approval from Parliament. He attempted to bypass 
the Parliament when he levied taxes to pay off debts accrued by his predecessors; after Parliament passed the Bill of Right in an attempt to limit Charles’ 
power, he dissolved the body. Charles managed to simultaneously anger Protestants over his peace with France and Spain (as well as his marriage to a 
Catholic princess from France), as well as Catholics who wished for freedom to practice openly. In 1642 these issues came to a head with the English 
Civil War, during which Charles had this particular coin minted. The result of the war was the beheading of Charles in 1649 and the institution of the 
Commonwealth of England, which Oliver Cromwell controlled until Charles’ son Charles IT returned to England to retake the throne.

32261 Charles I gold Triple Unite 1643 MS61 NGC, Oxford mint, Civil War issue, Plume mm, S-2727, N-2383, SCBI 33 (Brooker)-839 (this coin), 
Beresford/Jones-VI/L5. An outstanding specimen of this remarkable coinage, the largest gold issue of England and one of the most refined of the Civil 
War issues. The strike is exacting and perfectly centered on a round flan of very good metal, despite some minor weakness in the reverse legends and 
date, the result of an aged and reworked die. The portrait of Charles is superb, intricately engraved and exhibiting very little weakness of detail while the 
lustrous surfaces are bathed in a light olive-russet tone, deepening into protected areas in and around the devices to provide for a very appealing contrast. 
There are few post-strike imperfections of note besides a small handful of minuscule and ancient scratches. The small irregularity in the left obverse field 
along the king’s sword blade appears in fact to be light ghosting from one of the reverse plumes, rather than an abrasion as it may appear upon initial 
inspection. In the aggregate, this is a truly exceptional example of one of the most iconic issues of Early-Modern Europe and and well-deserving of a place 
in the finest of British cabinets.

An interesting glimpse into the volatility of the Civil War period is illustrated by the dual reverse legends of this piece: “EXURGAT DEUS DISSIPEN- 
TUR INIMICI,” which translates to “Let God arise and let His enemies be scattered” and “RELIGIO PROTESTANTIUM LEGES ANGLIAE LIBERTAS 
PARLIAMENTI, ” translated “The religion of the Protestants, the laws of England, and the liberty of Parliament.” This last is seemingly ironic as Charles 
was at war with a Parliament attempting to exercise liberty against what in their view was a tyrannical and absolute monarchy.

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32262 Commonwealth gold Unite 1651 MS61 PCGS, KM395.1, 
S-3208, North-2715. Sun mintmark. Quite nice for this often ragged issue.

Nonetheless, this coin is essentially without issues 
and free of any significant blemishes. A few scattered marks, but pleas- 
ing nonetheless. Of the 50 Commonwealth unites graded in total between 
NGC and PCGS of all dates, a mere 16 have achieved mint state status.

This letter provides incredible insight into the production of this issue. 
If accurate, it appears that seven copies were originally struck, three of 
which are in this lot! If closely inspected, the pressure variances can al- 
most be seen, with the sharpest detail, along with a partial wire rim on the 
reverse, appearing on the PR67. In addition, the PR67 shows an intriguing 
edge variation, struck with a flipped collar that results in the bottom of the 
edge lettering resting near the obverse surfaces; considering the minus- 
cule mintage, this is unusual to say the least! Altogether magnificent, this 
trio must certainly be considered among the most charming 20th century 
crowns of Great Britain.

An 
impressive crown-sized numismatic concoction, struck in the 1850s by 
numismatic dealer W.J. Taylor who had acquired much of the old Soho 
mint equipment from the firm Fuller and Horsey after the mint closed in 
1848. Often referred to as a “restrike”’, that moniker is actually a misno- 
mer. While the die punches were certainly created around the turn of the 
18th century (ca. 1804 for the obverse and ca. 1797 for the reverse), no 
original Soho Mint strikings that bear this design exist, thus precluding 
the possibility of a restrike. That also makes the modern assignment of a 
twopence denomination one of mere convenience, undoubtedly following 
the lead of Peck that authored the English, Copper, Tin and Bronze Coins 
in the British Museum 1558-1958. Considering our present treatment of 
other issues of similar manufacture, five shilling would be a more fitting 
classification, considering its placement in silver and the usage of an 1804 
5 shilling die in its creation. 


Extremely rare, it’s likely that only a handful of these hefty 5mm thick 
silver strikings were originally minted. Of those, three or four are known, 
with only two appearing at auction in the recent past. With little question, 
this is the finest of those to survive in private hands. Immaculately pre- 
served, the surfaces hold minimal evidence of careless handling, while the 
raised surfaces display definite cameo-producing frost.

32347 George III silver “Incorrupta” Proof Pattern Crown 1817 
PR66 NGC, KM-PnI77, L&S-159, ESC-2029 (R4). Yet another mas- 
terpiece from William Wyon, this design not as heralded as the “Three 
Graces” pattern offered in the previous lot, but special in its execution 
nonetheless, and also quite a bit rarer, with a mintage reported at only 25 
copies in silver. For this pattern, the bust of George III is distinctly larger 
than on its counterpart, and the engraving technique is noticeably differ- 
entiated as well. Upon close inspection, George’s bust is completed with 
micro-dotting, similar to, but significantly more refined than the Oliver 
Cromwell crown that was produced over 150 years earlier. In doing this, 
greater dimensionality in George’s bust is imparted, with lifelike perspec- 
tive in the rounding of George’s cheek, his crown of laurels as well as the 
elegant drape that sits at his neckline. This “fine” style was also translated 
to the outer peripheries, with the same stippling technique emboldening 
the legends on both sides. On the reverse, a standard crowned shield is 
portrayed in the centers, while the motto from which this crown is popu- 
larly named reads, “INCORRUPTA FIDES VERITASQUE’, translating 
literally to, “An Untarnished Faith”. Perhaps intentionally obtuse in its 
usage, the meaning has often been interpreted as a patriotic one aimed at 
confirming the country’s continued faith in a King who had long suffered 
major illness, and was thought mad by some, but had brought the country 
out of the many decades of miliary conflict. Although certainly the in- 
tended interpretation, some believe this motto also had personal meaning 
to Wyon, who had in 1815 been passed up by the Royal Mint for the posi- 
tion of the mint’s Chief Engraver. Wherever the intent actually resides, the 
slogan’s boldness has long fascinated numismatists. 


Of those graded from the minuscule original mintage, this coin 1s pres- 
ently the single finest certified, with no other PR66s existing in either the 
NGC or PCGS population reports. Undeniably of superb quality, the fields 
of this crown gleam with smooth reflectivity, and a cameo appearance 
results from the frost atop George’s bust. On both sides, entirely original 
tone adorns the surfaces, with flares of antique-gold and blue residing in 
the obverse fields and more unform grays appearing on the reverse. Upon 
arm’s length inspection, essentially no instances of contact appear, a qual- 
ity that certainly distances this coin from others. Altogether magnificent, 
this crown is worthy of placement alongside the most celebrated treasures 
in all of British numismatics.

Unquestionably the most recognizable pattern crown of 
George III, this “Three Graces” type sits alongside the other numismatic 
masterpieces engraved by William Wyon such as the “Incorrupta” crown 
offered in the next lot and Victoria’s ‘Una and the Lion’ 5 pounds that 
was part of her coronation set. Engraved with obvious painstaking care, 
George’s bust sits in pronounced relief on the obverse, with sharp segmen- 
tation between his hair strands and the laureate crown that sits atop his 
head. Beyond the legend that marks George’s titles is a fine pearl border 
with the immediate outer rims rising sharply and then squaring off dra- 
matically with the edges. On the reverse, three allegorical women are de- 
picted in a circular embrace and represent the United Kingdom of Ireland, 
England and Scotland. At their feet reside a harp, shield and thistle, each 
identifying cultural symbols, with a quiver and palm branch in exergue. 
In Latin, the legend reads FOEDUS INVIOLABILE, which translates to 
“An Unbreakable Treaty”. Like on the obverse, fine beading and raised 
borders circle all. In addition to its stunning execution, this pattern is also 
a considerable rarity, with English Silver Coins noting an original mintage 
of just piece 50 pieces. Of those, surely less have survived. While often 
found nice when encountered, this present specimen must certainly rank 
among the finest. Meandering mauve and golden tone lightly wafts around 
the surfaces, while both sides display undiminished reflective quality in 
the fields and soft frost over the raised designs. Upon close inspection, 
a few light instances of contact here and there are observed, as well as 
a touch of cabinet friction, but all instances blend seamlessly with the 
coin’s “fabric”. An ideal strike, which has fully executed Wyon’s vision, 
completes the eye-appeal. A truly magnificent coin all considered, sure to 
enduringly impress its next owner with its sublime beauty.

During a world tour in 1881, King Kalakaua was approached by the owner of a nickel mine in New Caledonia about the possibility of striking nickel 
coinage for the kingdom. Approximately 200 patterns were struck in Paris and forwarded to the king on his return to the islands, Unfortunately, the re- 
verse inscription transposed the two letters in the first word of the state motto (The life of the land is perpetuated in righteousness), which should read UA 
instead of AU. Perhaps because of this, the pattern was rejected and no official coinage was issued until 1883. Another serious mistake was the obverse 
legend having the nnne SANDWICH ISLANDS instead of HAWAII. Sandwich Islands was the European name for the islands and was the name given 
to the islands by James Cook in the 1770’s. Medcalf notes that many of the 200 original pieces were used as pocket pieces, or were made into jewelry. 
This accounts for the rarity of Mint State examples.

Exquisitely toned and featuring a deep cabinet na- 
ture, this stunner exhibits a cobalt hue highlighting the legends and de- 
vices. Compare to the Millennia specimen (an NGC MS62), the only other 
example which this cataloger could locate (and the only other example 
certified by NGC, with none being graded by PCGS), which realized a 
hammer of $4,700 in 2008 and which previously realized a hammer of 
$2,400 in 2002 as a part of the Irving Goodman Collection and sold as 
raw. Given a decade since this type’s last appearance and the present ex- 
ample’s slightly higher technical grade, one can only imagine the heights 
to which the latter, a sublime rarity, could reach.

Peru. In this book this issue is listed as an error, but with the benefit of a 
powerful magnifying glass, it is obvious that this piece is an 1869 over a 
3 overdate, not an error. This is a truly amazing coin. It should not exist, 
but it obviously does exist, struck from the same die as the 1863 20 Soles, 
with slight adjustment in the last digit of the date in the die to make the 3 
into a 9, with the 3 remaining readily visible beneath the 9. The 8 Escudos 
of the Seated Liberty type was struck in 1862-63, with the 20 Soles type 
also struck in 1863. No other dates of this type 20 Soles were previously 
known to exist until the discovery of this Unique example. There appears 
to be no explanation for why this piece was struck, six years after the 1863 
date, and why a 9 was placed over the 3 of the original die, resulting in the 
69/3 overdate. It seldom happens that a fantastic, enigmatic, unseen date 
appears, especially for a major type of large gold coin.

Included is a contemporary letter, and envelope, describing that the medal had been acquired in 1816-17, from the nephew of Ushakov. 


(2) Lead die trial of the Ushakov medal, made out of collar with an uneven, oversized, flan. The details are bold, with the lettering extremely sharp. Sev- 
eral noticeable dings are displayed on both sides. The actual production date of the lead trial is unknown. The medal on offer is believed to have been in 
the possession of his nephew and/or Ushakov himself. The name of his nephew “Nikolas Ushakov” has been lightly engraved in the fields of the silver 
specimen. According to our research, there are only four other silver medals of this issue known, all cast, and three of these are in museums. 


This medal was produced following the capitulation of the French and liberation of Corfu by the Russian-Turkish fleet. A gold specimen was offered to 
Ushakov himself while the silver specimens to the captains of the Russian fleet and bronze to the other crew members. An astonishing set of medals in 
both Russian and Greek script highlighting this historically important event in the War of the Second Coalition. 


On the 18th October 1797 the Treaty of Campo Formio signed by Napoleon Bonaparte and Count Philipp von Cobenzl lead to the definitive end to the 
Republic of Venice now partitioned and controlled by the French and Austrians. As a result of this, the Ionian Islands were under French rule and had 
stationed garrisons on the islands of Vido and Corfu. In 1798, Ushakov together with a Turkish squadron under Cadir Bey were ordered to occupy the 
Ionian Islands in the War of the Second Coalition. The Siege of Corfu began in 1798, followed by the Capture of Vido and finally capturing Corfu city on 
March 1, 1799. The islands became the Seven Islands Republic, a temporary protectorate of Russia and Turkey. Following the capitulation of the French, 
Ushakov was honoured by both the Emperor of Russian and the Ottoman Sultan. (Total: 2 coins)

Offering a deeply 
sublime tone and lustrous radiance, it is difficult to imagine one encoun- 
tering a better example, with the present piece boasting near-gem status.

An 
appealing golden tone shimmers throughout, further adding to its charm 
and grace. Though five have been graded by NGC and PCGS combined 
at the MS64 level, no other piece has achieved the gem status which this 
specimen has attained. Scarcely able to draw upon a comparison, this 
cataloger could locate only one other example of the type which we have 
offered—an NGC MS63 PL in our 2006 Long Beach auction, well before 
the quality Russian market became appreciated. Even so, that piece real- 
ized a hammer of $3,250; given the present specimen’s overwhelming 
appeal and the much more enthusiastically supported market for Russian 
rarities, it would not be a surprise to this cataloger if a bidding level which 
dwarfs the aforementioned example is easily accomplished.

The piece we are 
offering here, while listed in the Gorny & Mosch sale as Diakov-625.1, 
has a completely different reverse from the example pictured in Diakov. 
We can find no other example of this obverse/reverse combination. The 
six-line reverse of the piece offered here translates (approximately) as,” 
The most worthy of the leading students of the Leah chapters.” Possibly 
instituted as a prize medal by the Pedagogical Main Institute founded by 
Nicholas I. Quite rare.

Though not grand in size, the immense and majestic stature of this im- 
pressive specimen can not be overstated. Nominally 5 Roubles, it is the 
equivalent weight of the current 7 Roubles 50 Kopecks piece, and exhibits 
brilliant, mirrored surfaces, along with a pleasing golden-orange tone and 
an attractive prooflike appearance. Boasting an incredibly small mintage 
of just 36 pieces, this ‘donative’ coinage of ‘Imperials’ is the ultimate for 
late Russian patterns, especially for those who focus upon the last czar of 
the Romonov dynasty, Nicholas II. This particular denomination was pro- 
duced for two years only—1895 and 1896—with each date reporting the 
same paltry mintage figure. In recent memory, there have only been four 
previous specimens of this type to cross the auction block, all of which 
are from the year of this example: 1895. From these four, the most com- 
parable in terms of quality is an uncertified specimen which realized a 
hammer of €180,000 in Ktinker 225 (1/2013). It had previously realized 
a hammer of nearly €142,000 in Niemezyk | (10/2010). Assuredly, the 
present example should rival the former, and possibly even exceed it re- 
garding elegance and beauty. Indeed, it also represents the only example 
of the type—from either 1895 or 1896—+o be certified by either of the two 
major services. When combined with its immensely impressive pedigree, 
this stunning rarity is not to be overlooked and would serve as a keystone 
in any Russian or pattern collection.

(RRR), Bit-317 (R3). Obv. Bare head of Nicholas left. Rev. Crowned im- 
perial double eagle facing, holding scepter and orb in talons; crown above, 
large coat-of-arms on breast, and smaller coats-of-arms on wings. One of 
the true rarities of the later Russian imperial series, this exquisite pattern 
issue, listed in Bitkin as ‘donative,’ has the denomination of an ‘Imperial’ 
of 10 Roubles, though in actuality it is equivalent to the concurrent 15 
Roubles business strikes. Wide rims and highly mirrored surfaces lend to 
it a strong proof characteristic, though the exact nature remains uncertain, 
as PCGS has classified them as specimen strikings, while NGC has opted 
for a business strike designation. In any event, this short, three-year run 
(from 1895-7) is exceedingly rare. KM lists a mintage figure of 125 pieces 
for 1895, while Bitkin, mirroring this number for the 1896 issue, remains 
uncertain for the 1895 date, listing it merely with a (?). Indeed, the true 
mintage is likely less than KM’s listing of 125. Some lightly scattered 
hairlines in the lustrous fields prevent a higher, choice designation, but 
it remains one of only two 1895 examples (the other being an MS61 by 
NGC) certified by either of the two major services. For comparison, the 
1896 date has seen three specimens certified (an MS61 and MS63, along 
with an XF Details, all by NGC), and the 1897 date (likely of similar rar- 
ity to the 1895) has seen just one graded (an SP63 by PCGS). At auction, 
the more recent sales record for an 1895 date is the aforementioned NGC 
MS61, which, in the opinion of this cataloger, is far inferior to the present 
specimen, at least more so than the slight different between a 61 and 62 
would lead one to believe. The former realized a hammer of $160,000 in 
the 2016 NY Sale. The sole 1897 certified—the PCGS SP63—realized 
a hammer of $300,000 in the 2014 NY Sale. Given the extreme quality 
and rarity of the present specimen, along with its awesome pedigree, it is 
no doubt that it will generate a tremendous amount of interest among the 
community along with bidding at the most elite of levels.

across field. A fractional denomination of the first dated type for the British 
Isles, this enchanting and exceptionally pleasing ‘2/3 Bonnet Piece’ features 
a superb strike and good centering, along with a pleasingly toned flan of 
good metal. Going back over a decade, only three other examples have gone 
up for auction: 1) the Locket specimen, exhibiting some nicks in the ob- 
verse field and a few scratches in the reverse field; 2) the Dundee specimen, 
displaying some central striking weakness on each side along with some 
scattered field marks and minor flan waviness; 3) the LaRiviere/Bareford/ 
B.G. Johnson/Bruun specimen (the nicest of these three and the one which 
most closely mirrors the quality of the present piece), offering a similar flan 
and strike, though with some noted doubling near the lower portion of the 
obverse legend. For comparison purposes, the third example can allude to 
potential bidding levels, as it most recently realized a hammer of $13,000 
in 2011 and was described simply as ‘VF.’ Undoubtedly, the present speci- 
men is a hauntingly wonderful piece destined for the most advanced and 
discriminating of collectors of Scottish or hammered in general.

IACOBVS ¢ 5 * DEI * Ge R * SCOTORV ¢1¢593¢9, mantled bust right, wearing bonnet; small pel- 
let to left. Rev. + HONOR « REGIS ¢ IVDICIVM ¢ DILIGIT, crowned coat-of-arms set upon cross fleurée. The earliest Scottish coins to bear a date were 
the series of ducats or ‘bonnet pieces’ and their fractions. The first Scottish coin (and of the British Isles in general) to bear a date, this 1539-dated issue 
is a true rarity, much more so than its 1540 counterpart—which itself is very rare. Though exhibiting some damage to its edges, this particular specimen 
nevertheless remains a splendid example of the type. Moderate yet even wear is observed, and the strike is well centered and charming. The first of this 
date which we have offered, and only the second version of this date to have crossed the auction block in recent memory—the other being the LaRiviere 
piece in 2006, considered an ‘about very fine’ and hammering down at £7,500 (roughly $13,000 at the time). A stunning issue, and one which no doubt 
will elicit a premium bid for its exceptional rarity.

An excessively rare coin, this specimen is likely just the second piece held privately along with the 
example emanating from the collection of the late Archbishop Sharp, as the other three known specimens are in public collections (the British Museum, 
the National Museum of Antiquities at Edinburgh, and the Bibliotheque Nationale). Burns, at the time of his publication in 1887, knew of only two (the 
first two museums mentioned previously), so the ensuing 130 years have only brought about three other examples. Though seeing its fair share of wear 
along with some degree of tooling, the immense importance of this coin cannot be overstated, as it is the only gold issue following Mary’s marriage to 
Francis before his untimely death in 1560. The unique gold emission during her first widowhood (S-5400) is now simply accepted as a pattern. Truly, 
a fabled, wondrous, and enigmatic issue within the Scottish hammered series specifically and within the entirety of British coinage in general. It goes 
without saying that the opportunity to acquire this majestic rarity is a once-in-a-lifetime chance, and we expect that it will clearly be recognized as such.

¢ SCOTOR, crowned and armored half-length bust right, holding olive 
branch and sword over shoulder; in tablet below, two line legend read- 
ing IN * VTRVNQVE ¢/« PARATVS »¢. Rev. PARCERE SVBIECTIS & 
DEBELLARE SVPERBOS, crowned coat-of-arms. An important and im- 
pressive specimen, being the first date (and rarer) of a two-year issue, this 
20 pounds type has the distinction of being the heaviest gold striking from 
the British Isles as well as being an incredibly difficult piece to encounter. 
The 1576 date has only about seven examples known to be held privately, 
while this year is even more elusive, with just two examples of the date 
having crossed the auction block over the past 15 years. The more recent 
of these two specimens of this date to sell, one of comparable quality and 
displaying a small ‘X’ in graffito in the field on the reverse (the present 
example also has a small ‘X’ in graffito within the obverse cartouche), 
realized a hammer of £130,000 (nearly $205,000) in early 2013. 

A wondrous design, the reverse displays a crowned coat-of-arms occu- 
pying an amount of flan generally reserved for only the largest of silver 
crowns of the era, while the obverse features the youthful King of Scots 
(at the tender age of just nine) in full armor, holding in one hand an olive 
branch (emblematic of peace) and in the other a sword (emblematic of 
war). The legend in the cartouche below mirrors the imagery, translating 
as ‘prepared for either,’ allowing the reader to fill in the implied ‘war or 
peace.’ A bold statement, though in reality, the boy-king was fragile and 
vulnerable given his youth and inexperience. Even the bust, though clad 
in armor, can be seen as more defensive and protective rather than of- 
fensive and imposing, given his rather frail, thin frame. Nevertheless, his 
reign lived on, and he oversaw his realm into adulthood, whereupon he 
became Elizabeth I’s heir and eventual successor to the British throne. 
Later portraits and types convey a much more stern profile or strengthened 
iconography, making this large, early piece an excellent and rare glimpse 
into a time when his imperium over the Scots was legitimately in question. 
Given the immense rarity, charm, and history which this impressive piece 
has to offer, we believe that it is sure to elicit intense focus and study, as

Some minor doubling 
scattered throughout is noted, as well as a few natural flan flaws in the 
fields on the obverse, but it also lacks a distinct degree of any real wear, 
while offering a well centered strike and a hint of a reddish tone. A one- 
year type, this cataloger could locate just three other specimens to sell 
over the past decade-plus: 1) the Adams/Mallinson specimen, graded as 
‘fine’ with numerous bumps and marks, and also being ex jewelry; 2) the 
‘possible Murdoch’ piece, classified as ‘good fine,’ displaying numerous 
marks, and also with a past as a jewelry piece; 3) the LaRiviere/Hird/ 
Marquis of Blute example, ‘almost extremely fine’ and an overall fairly 
attractive type, very close to the charm of our present specimen. Accord- 
ingly, the latter type most recently realized a hammer of £13,000 (well 
over $22,000) in early 2006.

A large sum for the time, the 4 pounds piece came into being through 
the melting of numerous previous gold issues which were struck at vary- 
ing denominations. This ‘hat piece’ was meant to establish some sort of 
consistency, though it too did not last long enough to make its mark in 
terms of regular use and also likely saw many of its specimens lost to time 
through later melting. Given the odds against its survival, the fact that the 
present specimen is so attractive is even more stunning. A capstone coin, 
and worthy of the highest degree of consideration and enthusiastic bid- 
ding, as a comparable example isn’t likely to be soon encountered.

A companion issue half the size of the 12 pounds 
piece, this 1/2 pistole exhibits the same storied history as its larger counterpart, though features a slightly different version of the Darien Company’s badge 
given the reduced flan size and more limited space for design. As usual, the strike is a bit off-center, but is wholly consistent with how these examples 
were produced and subsequently encountered. The surfaces as a whole feature only slight, gentle wear, with a tremendous degree of luster remaining as 
well as yielding an enchanting reddish hue throughout. A few minor natural flan flaws near the edges are noted, but are not distracting and do nothing to 
detract from its charm and beauty. Less than half a dozen have come up for sale in recent memory, and none are as exquisite as the present specimen. The 
most recent, an example from the Adams Collection, considered a ‘good fine’ with some scattered marks and flan flaws, realized a hammer of $8,500 in 
late 2015. As such, one would think that the present example will reach new heights, given its exceptional grace and elegance, as well as overwhelming 
eye-appeal.

Struck using gold dust imported by the Darien 
Company from South Africa. Featuring the badge of the Darien Compa- 
ny—a rising sun over a shoreline—below the bust of William, this en- 
chanting issue exhibits a reddish tone and hues of burgundy, along with 
a pleasing hint of underlying luster. There are a few scattered marks and 
some light, even wear, but wholly consistent with the fairly conservative 
grade assigned. Additionally, one will notice the slightest degree of off- 
center striking, but this is entirely consistent with the type which tends to 
be plagued by this issue. Not at all encountered regularly, there have only 
been about half a dozen examples to come to auction over the past 15 
years or so, and the present piece is, in the opinion of this cataloger, likely 
the nicest of the group—far superior than the Adams/Garrett example, the 
most recent to sell at a hammer of $18,000 in 2015. 

The Darien Company, also referred to as the Company of Scotland, pro- 
moted a venture into the area of what is now Panama to establish a Scottish 
colony which could capitalize on transoceanic trade, utilizing the narrow 
strip of land as a route linking the Atlantic with the Pacific. Numerous 
setbacks and failures caused the plan, known as the Darien scheme, to be- 
come a complete disaster, with the Scots ultimately abandoning their plans 
in early 1700. As the company had been financed by the kingdom and 
supported with anywhere between 25-50% of the Scottish money then in 
use, its downfall caused massive economic problems for the populace and 
served as an important factor in the weakened position of Scotland and 
their ultimate merging with England through the Acts of Union in 1707.

Crudely struck, as all of the Veld Ponds, with a slight 
off-center strike. Reported Mintage: 986. Thickly reeded edge. Die state with slash above “Z” on obverse. The “Veld” or “Field” pond, with its intimate 
hand-engraved design, with the 1898/99 Pond, and the Burgers Pond, must surely be second on that list. An artifact of the final stages of the Boer War, 
this type was produced from 24-kt gold to pay soldiers, and as the story is generally recounted, was literally coined at a makeshift mint in close proximity 
to the Pilgram’s Rest battlefield. PJ. Kloppers, who had no professional experience as a die sinker, and had been previously employed as a school teacher, 
was tasked with the job of creating the dies. In doing so, he wisely opted for simplicity, illustrating only the the “ZAR” monogram, the date and the 
denomination, and in doing so, created one of crudest and yet most charming types of the 20th century as can be expected of a type conceived from war, 
the majority of survivors for this issue were not lovingly cared for. Much like their Burgers pond predecessor, many found their way into jewelry; being 
inside soldier’s pockets, they certainly weren’t immediately funneled into collector cabinets. A rare, and popular, type. Included is the original auction tag
